CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. il (P).— 
Forty men,. including two former Jus- 
tices and a forme yor of Newburg 
Heights, were named in four conspir- 
acy indictmerits returned today by the 
Federal Grand Jury in connection 
with the Government investigation 
into administrations of dry raiding 
justices in Cuyahoga County. 

One indictment named thirty-nine 
persons, including former justices, dry 
raiders and alleged bootleggers, and 
another secret true hill named six per- 
sons whose identity was not revealed. 
The investigation is directed against 
alleged bribery and corruption in jus- 
tice courts. 

hief among those named in the 
blanket indictment were Charles F. 
Zimmerman, former Newburg Heights 
Mayor; Herman Geltman, former 
ma Justice, and C. O. Peters, former 
Justice in Independence. About twen- 
ty-five overt acts were charged to 
Geltman alone in this bill. \ 

Another indictment against Geltman 
contained six counts. Three occasions 
are cited when he is alleged to have 
received bribes for ‘‘fixing’’ liquor 
cases. — 

The blanket indictment also named 
seventeen victims of alleged ‘“‘fixing’’ 
operations. These persons were- not 
made defendants, but are includéd to 
explain operations of those participat- 
ing in the alleged conspiracy. - 

More indictments in the inquiry are 
expected later, Federal authorities in- 
dicated. —

On a crisp day, Dec. 12, 1910, just 
after noon, Dorothy Arnold dressed 


smartly in.a blue tailor-made suit, a. 


long blue coat, a small black velvet 
hat and a black fox muff, 
left her parents’ home at 108 East 
Seventy-ninth Street, after telling her 
mother she was going shopping. 


She stopped at the Fifty-ninth Street | 


store of Park & Tilford and bought a 
box of candy. Then she.walked along 
Fifth Avenue to Brentano’s and bought 
a book, “‘An Engaged Girl’s Sketches.”’

In aeronautics is an outstanding 
Opportunity of the age for education 
and training in a science that is in 
its infancy dnd that has before it a 
brilliant future. My natural optimism, 
with which I was no doubt born, may 
be responsible for this conviction on 
my part, but I am willing to risk the 
chance of being-over-confident or mis- 
taken, based on my experiences from 
judgments. of the past, in which my 
optimism played a large part. , 

“But my optimism and enthusiasm 
over the great part aviation is to play 
in the future of all countries seém. to 
pale when compared with the state- 
ments and predictions made in recent 
addresses by Sir Alan Cobham, and 
yet,I do not think he has been extrav- 
agant in his praise of the science, for 
to my mind there is no subject in the 
wide world-at the present time that is 
of greater importance or would have 
more far-reaching effects than the con- 
‘quering of the air to the extent of 
safe travel for pilot, passenger and 
merchandise. 

“Tt seems to me that this particular 
field opens the’ way for a splendid ca- 
reer, and I have no hesitancy in sug- 
gesting young men’s enrolment in the 
universities offering scientific courses, 
with special training in aeronautical 
engineering and industrial aviation.

He Went ‘Broke’ After Kansas Boom 
In 1881, but Later. Pald\ All 
Debts and Became Wealthy. - 


CHICAGO, Dee: 11. (4).—William B. 
. McKinley, Senator ‘from Illinois, .was 
the hero in, a love tragedy that cov- 
ered a space of thirty years, ‘during 
which he lived. apart from the semi- 
invalid wife he adored,.provided amply 
for her, sought her judgment in be- 
stowing benevolences, and by whom 
,he in turn was loved, The Chicago 
Daily News related today. 

Mrs. McKinley tormerly was Kate 
Frisbie of Champaign, Ill., described, 
at the time of. their marriage in 1881, 
as the belle of Champaign County. 

She lives in Southern Pines, N. C., 
and it was theré that Senator McKin- 
ley saw her last just before he went to 
Baltimore for a surgical operation 
which was followed by a long illness 
and his death a few days ago from 
prostatic cancer at Martinsville, Ind. 

Two or three times a year for the 
last thirty years Senator McKinley saw 
his wife, in recent years at the North 
Carolina resort, Most of her time, how- 
ever, was spént at a villa near Fior- 
ence, Italy, where the climate suited 
her, with occasional returns to the 
United States to spend the Summer 
months in Maine and a Winter month 
or two in Louisiana. 


Lost All in Kansas Boom. 


When they were married in 1881 Sen- 
ator McKinley was in the private 
banking business with an uncle. ‘The 
Kansas land boom .was on and Mc- 
Kinley was “‘up to his neck” in frozen 
securities on Kansas farm lands when 
the boom suddenly expired. The money 
could not be taken out to meet loans 
placed in his confidence by many citi- 
zens of Illinois. Mrs. McKinley, be- 
cause of her intense activities, suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown and has 
been a semi-invalid ever-since. 

In 1893). says The Daily News, Mr. 
McKinley was broke, holding the 
frozen paper but no liquid credit. He 
deveted himself assiduously to the 
task and by i903 had paid 100 cente 
on every dollar given him for invest. 
ment. 

Mr. McKinley is described at that 
period as an intensely busy young man 
and Mrs. McKinley as temperamental- 
ly different. | 

After Mrs. McKinley’s breakdown 
McKinley provided liberally for her in 
her life abroad. Some of the securities, 
made over to her were of the frozen 
mortgages, and, without her. knowl- 
edge, he traded income-paying securi- 
ties. 


Gave Away Several Millions. 


After the Kansas loans, at one time 
amounting to $3,000,000, were worked 
out, Mr. McKinley~ devoted himself 
..to public utility development. an¢

He became several times a‘ million- 
aire, gave away between $6,000,000 and 
$8,000,000 and died. with a fortune -es- 
timated at well under. $1,000,000..

ACCORD ‘On GERMAL COKE. 


Six-Month Price Agreement Is Made 
With French Steel Men.

PARIS, Dec. 11.—French steel men 
and delegates of the German Kohlen- 
syndikat, who are attending a meeting 
of the European steel cartel here, have 
agreed on a new coke contract, ef- 
fective Dec. 1. It is to run for six 
‘months with the option of @ seven- 
months renewal at any time before 
April 15 next. 


The price fixed for German coke will 
be twenty-one marks a ton at the 
Ruhr furnaces for the first six months 
and nineteen marks for the last seven. 

After Jan. 1 no more coke will be 
delivered under the reparations plan, 
but during December 159,000 tons will 
be furnished. 

A free market will mean higher 
prices to French buyers, who consider 
the plan unfavorable. However, the 
direct contract was made necessary 
by the Cologne coal agreement, which 
contained the principle of a free mar- 
‘ket for coke. 

The Reparations Commission intends 
to obtain labor and manufactured 
goods instead of coke.

been dear, which he had always served 
with all the force of his being, and to 
which he would ‘be happy to devote 
the remainder of his life.

im. He knew, he said, that in re- 
ceiving the distinction he and his com- 
rades merely represented the work of 
“peace which the League of Nations 
was tiobly carrying on. Because of the 
League,» events which would have 
meant ‘war were solved by pacific 
means. Despite irony and sarcasm, 
peace made progress. If they contin- 
ued, their ‘undaunted efforts at last 
would be crowned with success, which 
was the success of humanity. 

In conclusion he said he hoped to 
deserve the honor by continuing with 
all his intelligence, enthusiasm -and 
vigor to serve the cause of peace. 

Chamberlain’s Part the Easiest. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain declared | 
that the part he played.at Locarno 
had been the easiest of all, because he 
was troubled by fewer differences of 
opinion in his country than were his 
two collaborators. 
to have represented his country in a 
work which he believed would be 
judged by history to have marked a 
real division -between the mentality of 
peace and the mentality of war in 
Europe. 

When he camé into office the hori- 
zon was dark with dangers and he was 
convinced that unless a basis of under- 
standing could be laid between the 
former enemy countries another great 
disaster could not be escaped. It was, 
therefore, with the greatest satisfac- 
tion that he received the proposals of 
Dr. Stresemann which resulted in the 
treaties of Locarno. , Stressing the dif- 
ficulties still to be solved, he declared 
that the surmounting of the greatest 


hope. 

In conclusion he mentioned the great 
satisfaction he had experienced when 
the great assembled free nations which 
compose the British Empire had con- 
gratulated Britain on the part which 
she played in the Locarno peace. 

Dr. Stresemann called attention to 


considerable opposition, but, remark- 
ing on the difficulties which were 
caused by the difference between the’ 
long historical past of the German 
people and the policy which was the 
only possible policy of the German 
people in existing circumstances, he 
said:. 

“Tf we serve mankind and our own. 
people faithfully, it must be to lead 
them to: peace, for it is in peace that 
-the abilities and capacities of the 
nations will find their fullest develop- 
ment.-.. I’ sometimes have been asked 
whether the policy which Germany has 
adopted is consistent with dignity and 
honor and I have always replied that 
-the- path of peace is necessarily the 


] path of dignity and honor. because it 


is a policy which permits nations to 
develop their capacities to the utmost. 

“The path to Geneva has been long 
and toilsome and there have: been times 
when we thought the climate at 
Geneva was not so sunny as at Lo- 
carno; but when one is satisfied with 
a result obtained it is always a satis- 
faction to consider the obstacles which 
had to be surmounted in order to 
reach it. | 

“T am confident that our great ideal 
will triumph, and trust that the path 
we have hitherto trodden will be a 
path along which the German people 
will persevere, because it is the path 
of progress and leads to general peace.“

Pr. Kendall of Mayo Clinic First |} 


Started Work Which Has 
Aided Many Sufferers.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—A feat in organic 
chemistry classed as among the most 
remarkable ever made has been accom- 
plished by two British doctors, accord- 
ing to a statement by an expert here. 
They have succeeded in synthesizing 
thyroxin, the hormone produced by the 
thyroid gland. 

Working along the lines followed in 
1917 by an American, Dr. Kendall of 
the Mayo Clinic at Rochester, Minn., | 
these two British investigators—Dr. O. 
R. Harington of the Univetsity College 
Hospital, ‘London, nd Professor 
George Barger of Edinburgn—have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining /a complete synthe- 
sis where organic chemists throughout 
the world have been vainly seeking 
since 1917. Dr. Harington, one of _the 
successful pair, spent several years in 
fruitless research before success at 
Jast crowned his efforts. 

Commenting on the remarkable dis- 
covery the scientific correspondent of 


‘The London Observer explains that the. 
- thyroid gland, which lies in the neck, 


is one of several which pour secretions 
mecessary for normal life into the 
blood. A number of these secretions, 
including insulin, have been - obtained 
in forms valuable to medicine, but 
only two, those of the adrenals and 
thyroid, so far have been obtained 
pure. Abrenaline was isolated twenty- 
five years ago, and made synthetically 
$n 1904. } 

Feeding with the thyroid gland or 
its extracts is the only treatment 
available when the human thyroid is 
absent or functions badly, and such 


treatment has saved many, from death 
and many more from idiocy and stunt- 
ed growth. But the amount of ac- 
tive principle contained in such ex- 
tracts varied greatly, and where a 
dose of one batch might be correct, 
the same dose of another was often too 
gtrong or too weak. 

The experiments of Dr. Kendall, the 
American, resulted in isolating from 
the thyroid a crystalline substance of 
immense potency, which he called thy- 
roxin, half an ounce of which would 
keep a man whvw had no thyroid gland 
mormal for seventy-five years. But 
@s the entire human race has only 
about fifteen tons of it in their bodies, 
it was available in extremely small 
quantities and more precious than 
diamonds. 

Dr. Hariugton began experimenting 
in 1925, and finally devised a method 
of obtaining the substance in much 
larger quantities than Dr. Kendall. He 
‘also threw considerable additional 
light on its structure. Now, working 
with Professor Barger, he has accom- 
plished a complete synthesis, using, it 

understood, coal tar products and 
jodine. A full account of the remark- 
able discovery, it is announced, will 
made soon. 

The new synthetic thyroxin has 
een tested on human beings and 
found to be as effective as the prod- 
uct obtained from a giand, it is said. 

“It is not known whether the, proc- 
ess of manufacture will be patented, 
@s in the case of insulin,’’ says The 
Observer correspondent, who states 
that a dose of a quarter grain will 
double the pulse rate for a week or 
more, while prolonged overdosage 
would be fatal. 

“Apart from its medical and commer- 
cial value,’”’ The Observer says, “‘the 
discovery marks a great step forward 
fin biochemistry, being a successful 
imitation of the highly complicated 

rocess which goes forward in a liv- 

ge cell. It raises hopes of an even- 
tual synthesis of insulin, a far harder 
task, but one which would be of even 

ter value if accomplished.”

The family is aided without any ‘pub- 
lic exposure of its misfortunes. Its 
privacy is thoroughly respected. The 
actual names of the families are not 
even known to The Times. Only with 
the consent of the families is it pos- 
sible for those who wish to give per- 
sonal assistance, to visit them. This, 
of course, does not apply to children 
who are alone in the world. What 


the appeal does for them is to give 
them medical care and the proper kind 
of life and training, to build them up 
into healthy and attractive children. 
Nearly all of them are, sooner or 
later, adopted into good homes. 

In the case of aged women and aged 
couples who have outlived all their 
relatives all that contributions can do 
is to keep them comfortable‘in their 
old homes, saving them from the sor- 
row of ending their days in a poor 
House, far from old companions and 
surroundings. In all other cases the 
ultimate aim is to help a family 
through its trials and to assist it in 
resuming the battle of life by its own 
efforts. 

In cases where a widow has many 
‘small children to rear the day when 
the family can be, self-sustaining is 
years distant. Others, with well-di- 
rected aid and encouragement, may 
regain their independence in a few 
months. The family’s effort to make 
its own way is strongly supported. 
Everything is done to win back the 
health of invalids and by special train- 
ing of growing children and the par- 
tially disabled to develop the family’s 
earning capacity. _

Booklets for Drivers Will Be Ready 
After Dec. 21—Regulations 
Go Into Effect Jan. Ta 


New traffic regulations, which be-/ 
|} come effective Jan. -1, were made/ 


public yesterday by Police Comntis- 
sioner McLaughlin. The -new regula-: 
tions, the outcome: of months of study 
of the problem of expediting travel 
through the city streets by the Police 
Traffic Board, of which Philip D. Hoyt 
is Chairman, have been printed in a 
booklet which drivers may obtain at 
any police station after Dec. 21. 
Under provision of the City Charter 
‘Police Department traffic regulations 
have the effect of law and Violations 
are subject to punishment as a misde- 
meanor. Some of the provisions of the 
‘new regulations amplify or extend sec- 


o5| tions of the State motpr vehicle law, 


such as the paragraphs\ regarding 
lights; others, such as parking rules, 


9| have application to problems peculiar 


to New York City. 
The regulations provide that pedes- 


2/trians ghall have the right of way at 
400 | crossings-where no policeman is pres- 
o| ent afd traffic light control system is 


not in operation. Vehicles must slow 
down and stop,. if necessary, to per- 
mit pedestrians to pass. : 

The regulations also forbid parking 
on main streets and avenues below 
Fifty-ninth Street during the business 
hours and continue the ban on the un- 
necessary blowing of automobile horns. 

The full text of the new regulations 


follows: 
DEFINITIONS 


Curb—The lateral boundary of that 
portion of a street; designed for the 
use of vehicles, whether marked by 
curb stones, or not so marked. 

Roadway—That portion of any streét, 
bridge, parkway, tunnel, &c., ‘whic 
is included within the curbs or cur 
lines thereof, and is designed for the 
use of vehicles.

FORD WEEKLY REPLIES 
TO STRAUS SPEECH 











Declares Challenge for Jary to 


_ Decide Facts Has Already 
Been Met. - 


Special to The New York Times. 

DETROIT, Dec. 11.—A reply to the 
recent statement made by Oscar 
Straus of New York in a Boston speech 
that Henry Ford had been ‘misled 
into a campaign of slander against the 
Jewish people’ will appear in the Dec. 
25 issue of The Dearborn Independent, 
Mr. Ford’s weekly. Advance proofs of 
the article have been given out at the 
Ford offices. It says in part: 

“That the international Jew is in di- 
rect control of all financial centres of 
Government, including the United 
States Federal Reserve System. 

“That he pulls so many strings in 
business that no banker or business 
man feels safe to oppose him. 
“That he either owns the press or 
controls it so that only pro-Jewish 
facts are ever admitted to print. 

“That he controls the revolutionary 
elements of the world, on one hand, 
and the ultraconservative elements on 
the other, so he has equal power in 
communistic Russia‘and in capitalistic 
England,. not to mention the theatre, 
motion picture or agriculture. 7 

“That te international Jew is the 
chief .control, therefore, in the making 
of war, of which he is also the chief 
profiteer. 

“The ‘slander’ consists of calling at- 
tention the claims which the Jews 
have made for their pre-eminence in 
the world. These claims are largely 
true and have been made by respon- 
sible Jewish leaders. To repeat ‘these 
for the benefit of other people cannot 
possibly bé ‘slander.’ | 
“The intetfational. Jew is the most 
closely he ra ‘racial entity in the 
world; ‘with -&n espionage ‘system that 
covers every village and every larger 
one in the country.

Two Familiar in Washington. 


Of the three recruit Senators who 
were sworn in Monday, two are no 
strangers in Washington. One of them 
is Harry B. Hawes of Missouri, who 
resigned from the House of Represen- 
tatives when he was nominated for the 
Senate in the Demucratic primaries of 
his State. The other is David I. Walsh 
of Massachusetts, who served a term 
in-the Senate up to March, ‘1925, When 
he took the oath Mr. Walsh was es- 
corted to the rostrum by Senator Fred- 
erick H. Gillett, his Republican col- 
league, who defeated him for re-elec- 
tion two years ago. 

The victory of Mr. Walsh attracted 
special attention, because he defeated 
Senetor William M. Butler, Chairman 
of the Republican National Committee 
and President Coolidge’s close friend. 
As Mr. Butler was serving by appoint- 
ment only until the next general elec- 
tion, his tenure expired when Mr. 
Walsh's election was officially deter- 
mined, und he passed out of the Senate. 

Mr. Walsh is 54 years old, He is a 
bachelor and popular socially. Part of 
hig success is attributed to engaging 
personal qualities. He ig especially 
effective on the stump, his deep, rich 
voice dovetailing ‘with the eloquence of 
his diction. Mr. Walsh is not devoted 
to any outdoor sport, but he manages 
to keep in good physical trim in spite 
of that fact. 

He was 28 and a young lawyer when 
he was elected to his first politica] of- 
fice as a member of the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives. Twice. 
he was Governor of the State. - 
counted good-looking, with a winging 
personality, and State ak tanding 
ix a State noted for its filectual’ 
siant, Mr. Walsh is much sought after 
for social functions, but has resisted 
all efforts to persuade him to abandon 
his bachelorhood. When serving his 
previous term as Senator he was a 
member of a fashionable dancing class 
which met at the mansion of Mrs. 
Thomas F. Walsh, and it is expected 
that he will resume the form of exer- 
cise that this diversion affords. 
Hawes Fond of Fishing and Hunting. 

Senator Hawes of Missouri, who 
stood near Senator Walsh when they 
took the oath of office on Monday, is 
an outdoor man, fond of shooting and 
fishing. Of athletic build, he tops six 
feet. He has a celebrated collection 
of fishing tackle. To recuperate from 
the exertions of his successful cam- 
paign for the Senatorship he went 
shooting: in the Ozark Mountains. 
Sometimes Mrs. Hawes accompanies 
him on shoeting trips and uses her 
own gun. - 

Senator Hawes has several hobbies, 
the chief of which, according to his in- 
timates, is dogs. Neighbors of his farm 
in St. Louis County credit him with 
having owneti 600, and it is said of him 
that while he gave most of them away 
he never sold one. For years he was 
President of the Mississippi Valley 
Kennel Club. 

A speech he made on ‘dogs’ was 
reprinted in England, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and Spain. 

Out on his farm. Senator Hawes 
breeds fancy chickens and pedigreed 
Berkshire hogs, one of which won the 
State championship. He was one of 
the prime movers for the recently 
enacted law of Congress which pro- 
vides for establishing a wild game ref- 
uge of 341,000 acres on the Upper Mis- 
sissippi River. 

In the military service of the United 
States in the World War Mr. Hawes 
was assigned as attache of the embas- 
sy at Madrid. He became intensely in- 
terested in the works of Cervantes, and 
owns what is said to be the finest col- 
lection of the writings of Don Quixote’s 
creator in this country. In a former 
residence in St. Louis he had a Span- 
ish room that cost much time and more 
money to furnish. 

Like his wife, Senator Hawes comes 
of distinguished’ American ancestry. 
His great-great-grandfather, William 
Cary, Nicholas, died at Monticello aad 
is buried there. Mrs. Hawes’s great- 
great-grandfather was William B. 
Giles, Governor of Virginia and Sena- 
tor. Mrs. Hawes’s given name, Eppes, 
comes from the Jefferson family. 

An interesting coincidence in connec- 
tion with Senator and Mrs. Hawes is 
that in Thomas J orice tah —— 
burying und at Monticello are buride 
fee hekinn of fourteen persons related 
to the family of either Senator Hawes 
or his wife. 


Fireworks Over Gould. 


The third member of the trio which 
swore to defend the Constitution on 
Monday is Arthur R. Gould, chosen a 
Senator from Maine ip a special elec- 
tion on Nov. 23>. His advent was 


marked by a sensational episode, when 
his right to membership was ques- 
tioned on the ground that a Canadian 
Judge had implied in 1918 that he had 
been guilty of bribery in connection 
with railroad legislation pending be- 
fore the Provincial Parliament of New 
Brunswick. 

Mr. Gould is tall and rangy. His ad- 
mirers describe him as a typical 
Yankee ‘‘go-getter.’’ Looking at his 
appearance of phyical vigor, it is hard 
to believe that he will be 70 years old 
in March. 

Senator Gould was the son of a 
farmer. He worked on farms, ‘“‘clerked’’ 
in a country store, and was a travel- 
ing salesman before he undertook to 
operate a sawmill. Then he began 
rating more sawmills; 
and from that turned to. harnessing 
water power, In time he was a builder 


t boy 
who spoke only German up to the age} 


of 8, he sold newspapers in the streets 
of New York and applied his savings 
in that and other occupations to pay- 
ing his tuition through the College of 
the City of New York. In 1905 he be- 
came an Assemblyman, then a State 
gai and og Ata — smut of hess 

e Senate - through important la- 
bor legislation.. When elected Senator, 
he was serving as a Judge of the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court. 


Tydings a War Vetéran. 

Like many others of the new Sena- 
tors, Millard EH. Tydings of- Maryland 
served in the World War.. He moved 
upward in the short period of our par- 
ticipation from enlisted man to the 
rank of. Lieutenant Colonel, and be- 
sides earning the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal, was cited by Generals 
Pershing, Morton and Upton. 

Young and of attractive personality, 
Mr. Tydings has been Speaker of the 
Maryland House of Delegates, a State 


Senator, and is now a member of 
Congress, serving his second term. 

His nomination by the Democratic 
Party for Senator is generally attrib- 
uted largely to a. speech he made in 
the House on the prohibition question. 
Espousing the wet side, he made an 
argument that immediately attracted 
attention to his power as a special 
pleader, Like his friend,: Governor 
Ritchie of Maryland, he is opposed to 
the extension of Federal encroachment 
and hag waged a consistent battle 
against the pending bill for the estab- 
lishment of a Department of Educa- 
pee. with representation in the Cab- 
net. 

Down in Kentucky a lively battle for 
the Senatorship was waged this year 
with Senator Richard P. Ernst, the 
Republican incumbent, whose : slogan 
was ‘“‘Coolidge needs Ernst,’’ opposed 
by Representative Albert W. Barkley, 
Democrat. Mr. Barkley won, and will 
take his seat in the new Senate. Still 
under 50, he was a Prosecuting Attor- 
ney and a Judge before being sent to 
Congress fourteen years ago. In spite 
of his enmity toward liquor and race 
tracks, Kentucky favored him on every 
occasion when he came before the 
electorate, eS 

Mr. Barkley has been a persistent 
advocate of abolishing the pari-mutuel 
betting system permitted by a State 
law, and on that account aroused the 
fear that Kentucky’s famous Derby, 
Latonia Handicap and Futurity meets 
were doomed and that untold damage 
would be done to the horse-breeding 
interests in the Blue Grass. With Sen- 
ator Sheppard of Texas, he was joint 
author of the -Congressional resolu- 
tion which submitted the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the States, and was 
joint author also of the recent law 
which abolished the Railway Labor 
Board. 

Vare a Self-Made Man. 

Senator-elect William Scott Vare, Re- 
publican, of Pennsylvania, who will 
succeed Senator Pepper, is a self-made 
man. A country boy, he went to Phila- 
delphia at the age of 15 ap” became a 
fish peddier. A hard worker, he soon 


made headway in business and, with a 
brother, established a firm of contrac- 
tors that brought them a fortune, The 
political organization in Philadelphia 
which he heads savors of old-time 
Tammany Hall in its methods, ».nd to- 
day Mr. Vare is one of the few organi- 
zation “‘bosses’’ who manage to keep 
their machines intact. | 

Mr. Vare has a great personal] follow- 
ing. He stands high with many mer- 
chants, and it is said that a consider- 
able part of Philadelphia’s population 
is satisfied that he will have no great 
difficulty in convincing the Senate taat 
it should permit him to take his seat, 

Senator-elect Frank L. Smith of Illi- 
fois, who, like Mr. Vare, will face a 
battery of opposition when he appears 
to take the oath of office, is another 
self-made man. First he was a ook- 
keeper and then became a country 
banker and stuck to that business with 
politics interspersed. He has served in 
Congress and was on terms of friend- 
ship there with the. late Senator Mc- 
Kinley, whom he defeated for renomi- 
nation in the Republican primaries, to 
find himself the centre of attack on 
the charge of having spent cnormbdus 
sums in his primary campaign, part of 
them the contributions of great public 
utility interests. 

In his personal aspect Senator-elect 
Frederick Steiwer of Oregon is con- 
sidered handsome. He is more than 
six feet tall and weighs about 180 
pounds. His diversion, like that of 
Senator Borah and others of the Sen- 
ate, is horseback riding. He is an en- 
thusiastic promoter of the cowboy 
rodeo held at Pendleton in his State, 
but does not take part in the broncho 
busting sports there. 


Waterman Coolidge’s Friend. 


President Coolidge will have an 
ardent personal friend in the Senate 
when Charles W. Waterman of Colo- 
rado takes his seat there. Mr. Water- 
man was born at Ludlow, .Vt., the 
home town of Attorney General Sar- 
gent, a few miles from the birthplace 
of the President at Plymouth. Al- 
though he left Vermont many years 
ago, he is still a trustee of the Uni- 
versity of that State. 

From Vermont Mr. Waterman went 
to Iowa, where he served as a school 
principal and took an active part in 
Republican politics, and then migrated 
to Denver. He is a lawyer and said to 
bé wealthy. 

The newly elected Democratic Sena- 
tor from Oklahoma, Elmer Thomas is 
a Representative serving his second 
term. He was 50 last Sep ber. Born 
in Indiana, he taught a coyntry school, 
went through college, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in that State before 


going to Oklahoma in 1900 to practice |_ 


law. He is full of enthusiasm and is 
a t organizer of business and 
boosting’ associations. 


Two La Follette Senators. 


Colonel Smith W. Brookhart will re- 


turn to the Senate ‘from Iowa full of 
the enthusiasm which was his in the 
days of his former service there. ne 
diversion is rifle shooting, and in/the 
World War he was an instructor in 
rifle practice. He is a radical of rad- 
icals, opposed to most, if not all, of 
the Coolidge policies, and is expected 
to be an active member of the La 
Follette group in the Senate, as he was 
during his prior Senatorial experience. 
His middle fame is Wildman and his 
political enemies have sought to show 
that it is no misnomer. 

Another La Follette m wh will 
appear in the next Senate’is Governor 
John J. Blaine of Wisconsin. He will 
displace Senator Lenroot, whom he de- 
feated for renomination in the Repub- 
lican primaries last September. 

Senator-elect Carl Hayden of Arizona 
is serving his sixteenth year in the 
House of Representatives, although he 
will not be 50 until next October. He 
vas conspicuous as a Sheriff in his 
State when Arizona Sheriff. led color- 
ful lives, and he is an accomplished 
horseman. In the World War he had 
the rank of Major. 

Hugo Black, the sole néw Democrat 
to appear in the next Senate, has ob- 
tained much publicity through being 
the successor of Senator Underwood, 
and on account of the support his can- 
didacy received from the Ku Klux 
Klan. He is a bundle of activity, phys- 
ically and mentally. As a lawyer he 
has made a specialty of looking after 
the interests of workmen injured in

Under 
conditions less favorable to peace*than 
mow happily exist, the drums of war 
oe pleas or have been heard beating 


Only sheet a month ego the Serbian 
Misister of Foreign Affairs, M. Nint- 
ehitch, was congratulating himself and 
_his country on the improvement. which 
had come about in the relations be- 
tween Yugoslavia and Italy. For some 

s after the great war these rela- 

ons had been subjected to considers- 
ble strain. There existed differences 
which some authorities feared could 
only be settled finally 3 the arbitra- 
tion of the sword. The French, bacx- 
ing the Little Entente, seemed to lay} 
Italy open to attack upon two fronts 
in the eventuality of war with either 
France or Yugoslavia and the latter's 
allies. The influence of Paris in the 
Balkans was predominant. 


Nintchitch’s Success Nullified. 
One of the indirect results of Locarno 


Was the visit which M. Nintchitch paid. 


to Premier Mussolini, which led to the 


conclusion of the treaty of amity 
signed in Rome in 1924. Subsidiary 
conventions, designed to complete the 
goed understanding then reached, were 
drawn up and in some instances rati- 
Tied. Ratification of seme others of 
these subsidiary conventions was de- 
‘layed for various reasons, among 
which the standing of Italian laborers 
along the Adriatic seaboard of Yugo- 
slavia was one of the most important. 

In this latter group of deferred 
@greements figured what is known:-as 
the Nettuno Conventnon,:in which, ac- 
cording to geport, there were secret 
Clauses, of which more anon. 

M. Nintchiteh’s visit to Premier Mus- 
gsolini appeared to have changed the 
whole aspect of the Balkan situation. 
Italy had gained ground which France 
had lost. Signor Mussolini was ac- 
claimed by his press as having estab- 
lished Italian hegemony in the Danuhe 
watershed. Rumania had been won by 
the Italian contribution of 300,000,000 
lire for the stabilization of her cur~ 
rency, and Hungary, alienated by the 
French attitude in regard to the 
. forged notes episode, was drawing 
ag to Yugoslavia. and thereby to 

Italy and Yugoslavia together seemed 
to have conquered a predominant posi- 
tion, more than offsetting in impor- 
tance that of France and Czechoslo- 
vakia. Yugoslavia was proud and 
happy over the results of M. Nint- 
chitch’s policy, although the latter’s 
opponents in Belgrade and Zagreb 
eriticized it as being contrary both to 
good sense and national sentiment. 

Signor Mussolini accepted without

To them, 
almost without exception, Tirana was 
the direct antithesis of Locarno. A 
new danger zone was created while 
old ones were being sterilized. The 
Italo-Albanian treaty seemed a step 
toward the realization of the Italian 
ambition ef domination in the Medi- 
terranean, 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, with char- 
acteristic determination to look on the 
bright side of the medal, emphasized 
Premier Mussolini’s statement that 
Yugoslavia was free to conclude with 
Albania a treaty along similar lines 
to that which Italy had de.

In other Near Eagtern capitals be- 
sideg Belgrade the suspicion with 
which—rightly or wrongly--Mussgolini’s 
policy of creating Italian hegemony in 
the Balkans is regarded has been in- 
tensified to no small d 4 hed by the 

ublication of the Tirana ty. That 
nstrument is held to ba the thin end 
of the wedge by means of which Italy 
plans to insure a solution of her do- 
mestic problems, which the necessities 
of her rapidly growing population will 
create. 

Here in Budapest, no less than in 
Angora and Sofia, not to mention Bel- 
grade, many doubts are expressed ag 
to the possibility of Mussolini succeed- 
ing in hig declared policy of finding 
outlets far Italian expansion by peace- 
ful methodg, and they talk of an ap- 
peal to the League of Nations. 

As the Duce himself outlines hig am- 
bitions, they seem reasonable and re 
liable, but not everybody ig ag con- 
vinced of the direct interposition of 
Previdence in international affairs as

Tschiffley and Boy With Pony, Who 
Joined Him In Ecuador, Hope to 
Ride Up Broadway Soon.

PANAMA, Nov. — * argument be- 
tween Aime H. L Tschiffley, ah Eng- 


lish school teacher,.who had never| 


owned a horge, and prominent horse- 
men of Buenos Aires regarding the en- 
durancé of the native horses of the 
pampas of Patagonia, resulted in the 
.ormer starting out to ride to New 
York in order to prove his case... _ 
The teacher was backed by the, Ar- 
gentine Criollo Breeders’ Association, 
and now, with: the two horses with 
which he started from Buenos Aires, 


he is safe and sound in Panama with 


more than half of hig trip, the worst of 
what seemed an impossible journey, |; , 
campleted. , 

The only interruption in the long ride 
came between Medellin, Colombia, and 
Panama. This part of the journey he 
had to make by boat. Against the ad- 
vice of people long familiar with the 
country, he first made a vain attempt 
to sét through the dangerous jungle, in 
which there are no trails and through 
which no white man has ever traveled. 
Even the Indian inhabitants of the 
jungle have to resort to * rivera and 
canoes for travel. 

The rest of the 13,000 miles on horge- 
back will be easy compared to what 
has already been accomplished. It 
will\take this. modern Don Quixote 
through Panama, Costa Rica, Nicara- 
gua, salvador, Guatemala, Mexico, 
across the Texas border and then on to 
Breadwey. 

Ono Horse Is 16 and Other 17, 


The horses are geldings, aged 16 and 
17 years. One, a ‘“‘pinto,’”’ is about 14.2 
hands, and the other, a dark buckskin, 
is less than 14 hands high. Their ages 
acu attested by the bill of sale from the 
ranchero who gold them to the present 
cwner and by the certificate of owner- 
ship isaued bY the Argentine Govern- 
ment. 

No one. = Argentina can travel 
a-horse without these papers, which 
are designed to prevent horse, stealing. 

The two hhorseg were taken from a 
herd in Patagonia and Had not been 
brokon to saddle when bought. , 

The ‘“pigto’’ shows unmistakable 

points of his. Arabian forebears, which 
escaped from the Spanish explorers 
and conquistadores to run wild on the 
broad pampas. He has the broad fore- 
head, deep jowls and Roman nose, the 
white spots faintly outlined againat 
deep red bay, and the wide, deep chest 
of the progenitans of the present-day 
thoroughbred, 
. So far as permanent blemishes. are 
concerned, an examination by. an ex- 
pert veterinarian shows that both 
horses are-as sound as the day they 
were foaled on the’ wind-swept plains 
@°* Patagonia. 


Neither Steed Goes Lame. 


Except for a slight_swelling of: the 
pastern joints, caused by the boat trip 
down the Magdalena River and up the 
qpast to Colon, their rather large-boned 
legs are clean and sound. In all of the 
more than 6,000 miles of every kind of 


trail, and often no trail at all, neither 
horse has shown the slightest sign of 
lameness. 

This twentieth-century Don Quixote

Again 
the newspapers gave him the figura- 
tive “horse laugh,"’ and -said that no 
horse, not even an Argentine Criollo, 
could stand such a journey. This was 
the last straw, and Mr. Tschiffley then 
énnounced that he would ride hig 
horses to New York or die in the at- 
tempt. 


Aided by Argentina. 


Little was thought of his boast by 
the newspapers and the general public, 
but the breeders of the Criollos and the 
Argentine Government showed enough 
interest in the matter to offer some 
encouragement by giving him special 
passports and lettera to use on the trip. 

Nevertheless, when he left Buenos 
Aires there were just three people 
present to bid him good-bye. ‘They 
were photographers sent by the news- 
papers, which were atill indlined to 
treat the adventure as a - jake.

COAST TRANSIT TROUBLES situation in San’ Francisco has not. yet

ALBANY,. Dec. 11.4-A new record in 
real estate transactions was hung up 
during the fiscal year which -ended 
June 30, the State Tax Commission an- 
‘nounced today in a statement made 
public by M. F. Loughman, President. 
The real estate transactions amounted 
to more than $5,500,000,000, and this 
total does not includewash transactions 
in real estate. coe 

The estimate is made on the basis of 
the legal tax rate of 50 cents’on each 
$100 of the mortgage, and on the as- 


sumption. that the average mortgage 
amounts to at least 50 per cent. of the 
value of the property involved. - 

The total gross tax collected from 
July 1, 1925, to June 30, 1926, amounted 
| to - $13,795,884.99, and, compared with 
the $10,872,139.56 of the previous fiscal 
year, shows an increase of $2,923,745.43. 
There were 322,633 mortgages recorded 
in the fiscal year, a gain of 43,361. 

While the increases’ in real estate 
transactions .were general throughout 
the State, it was noted that there were 
some. decreases in rural communities. 

In the five counties of Greater New 
York the increase in mortgage: tax 
collegted amounted to _ $1,972,781.81, 
whith would indicate that the increase 
in .real estate transactions in which 
mortgages wére involved ‘was at least 
“20 ps spe more than in the 1924-25 pe- 
riod. 

Suffolk County took the lead, .the re- 
corded mortgages totaling two and 
one-half times the amount of the 
mortgages recorded in the previous 
year. Suffolk County’s' gross mort- 
gage tax collected was $228,060.96, as 
compared to $90;605.09 for the previous 

ear. i 

Westchester County collected in the 
last fiscal year $752,558.42, which was 
$181,292.96 in excess of the 1924-25 col- 
lections. Nassau ‘County totaled $723,- 
335.85, which is slightly over 100 per 
cent. more than the previous year. 

After costs of collection had been 
deducted, @ net collection of $13,696,- 
037.38 remained. The State Treasury 
gets half of this amount and the other 
half goes to the counties for distribu- 
tion among tax districts.

LIFTING INDIAN CONTROL. : 


Property Restriction on Five Civi- 
lized Tribes Ends in 1931. 


WASHINGTON, Pec. 11 (4).—The 
ending of Federal supervision of In- 
dians is likely to be hastened, it was 
stated in the annual report today of 
the Board of Indian Commissioners, 
which told of. plans for reorganization 
of the Indian field service and of the 
formation of an Indian medical ser- 
vice. The report observed that the 
period of restriction on tHe property of 
the Cherokee, Creek, Choctaw, Chicka- 
saw and’ Seminole Indians, known as 
the five civilized tribes, would end. in 
1931. It recommended, however, that 
only Indians under 40 years of age he 
iW ae from Government guardian- 
ship. : 

A civil service status for the Com- 
missioner of Indian: Affairs, instead of 
a Presidential appointment, was urged 
in the report. — 
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reached the stage of & publicly con⸗ 
fessed problem, but it is steadily ap- 
proaching that:status: As yet the mu- 
nicipality Gwns and operates a rela- 
tively limited mileage, but its declared 
policy looks to taking over several pri- 
vately owned lines upon the. falling in 
of their franchises. ie 
With, the object of running down 
values of the privately owned lines, 
powers of the City Government are 
being used in what to many minds are 
discreditable means. While elsewhere 
on the Coast allbwance has been made 
for increased tariffs, in San Francisco 
the old five-cent. rate has been main- 
tained. To meet operating expenses 
of the municipal system it has been 
necessary to draw heavily from. the 
sinking funds ‘prescribed in jthe orig- 
inal plan. Again, political pressure 
has compelled extensions of the mu- 
nicipal system in non-profitable dis- 
tricts, with .a consequent steadily 
growing loss on operating account. 
Here, in the political aspect of the 
situation, is revealed a special vice 
which inevitably attends municipal 
ownership. Outlying distrig¢ts not suf- 
ficiently populous to pay adequately 
for street railway service, but wherein 
there is a considerable voting element, 
are always able to apply a pressure 
against which official powers are not. 
able to oppose a virtuous resistance. 
Up to‘this time municipal authori- 
ties have been able by various tricks 
of bookkeeping to conceal extrava- 
gances and losses and thereby to avoid 
publiz scandal, but a showdown must 
ultimately be demanded, and San Fran- 
cisco will discover that the deficiencies 
of her municipally owned system are 
heavy. : y, 
In several of the smaller Coast cities 
there has been resort to bus service 
where extensions have been asked for. 
Notably in Everett on Puget Sound, 
street car service has been abandoned 
altogether and tracks have been torn 
up with substitution. of general bus 
service. 
When regularly and sufficiently 
maintained the service is fairly satis- 
factory, but in larger cities and dur- 
ing rush hours bus service is -invari- 
ably inadequate and is provocative of 
universal condemnation. In cities like 
Seattle and San Francisco, where 
grades. are difficult, buses are not 
practicable. Half of the street rajl- 
way lines both in San Francisco and 
Seattle must rely permanently either 
on the cable or some other means not 
yet invented. :

SAN FRANCISCO,’ Dec. 11.—The 
movement in Washington for the re- 
.caH of Governor Hartley’is going slow. 
The constitutional requirement for 
initiation of recall. procedure calls for 
a popular petition signed by approxi- 
mately, 80,000 citizens and it will be 
remembered that when the project was 
set on foot it was proposed to secure 
100,000 or more signatures and to have 
the petition ready by Dec. 1 or earlier. 
The plan has not worked out accord- 
ing to program. It has not been found 
as easy to secure signatures ag was 
expected; and this experience goes to 


discredit the theory so often asserted 
that signatcres in any number may be 
obtained to any sort of petition. 
As related to the contest as it stan.is 
between Governor Hartley and the 
support of President Suzzallo of the 
State University, the balance of popu- 
lar favor rests with the latte: beyond 
a doubt. If nothing more than an ex- 
pression of confidence and good-will 
was asked, the vote would go heavily 
for Dr. Suszallo. But the movement 
for recall is a more serious proposal. 
It runs counter to political tradition 
and to the popular habit .?f mind. 
Many citizens, vociferously resentful 
against Hartley and as openly sym- 
pathetic to Suzzallo are opposed to the 
recall on principle and would prefer to 
let matters run a normal course than 
to give recognition and support to a 
procedure that would cfeate so far- 
reaching a precedunt.

ing,sthem void of tact, much may be 
said in support of his proposals re- 
garded fundamentally. That there are 
very serious defetts in the educational 
system of the State is not denied. Dr. 
Suzzallo himself is on record as pro- 
posing “reforms in practice at many 
points parallel with those urged by the 
| Governor.. The pity of the situation 
‘is that the two authorities should~not 
have so far compromised personal an- 
|tagohisms as to have worked together 
to promote many things on which they | 
are practically agreed. : 
Protest against the movement for 
récall has lacked neither popular sup- 
port nor force of organization. By a 
clesé observer of the situation I am 
informed that the recall promoters 
calculated and hoped that Governor 
Hartley’ would in anger and resent- 
ment enter upon a noisy and vitupera- 
tive fight. This expectation has been 
disappointed. Left to himself, he prob- 
ably would have gone to indiscreet 
lengths of utterance and action. But 
it is declared that the organization 
created in his behalf laid down as a 
first condition that the Governor 
should be silent and allow his friends 
to carry forward‘ the defensive cam- 
paign. The effect has been to discon- |- 
cert the recall promoters, whose tac- 
tics were largely ‘based upon the notion 
that if the Governor were given plerfty 
of rope he would hang himself. 
Another expectation was that Gov- 
ernor Hartley would carry the fight 
to the Lefislature, especially in an 
attempt to obtain for one of his ad- 
herents the speakership of the House 
of Representatives. Here again the 
Governor, under the counsel of his |: 
friends, has acted with moderatiog, to 
the disappointment of his enemies. 
In relation to all these matters, the 
course of Dr. Suzzallo has been ad- 
rable.

THE NEW WATCHWORD. 


Not so long ago the favorite motto in 
the British, Empire was “ Efficiency.” 
Lord ROSEBERY, when Prime Minister, 

used to ring the changes on it. But a 
new note was sounded at the recent 
Imperial Conference. There was a spe- 
cial subcommittee on “ Research.” Lord 
BALFour was the Chairman of it, and he 
made a report quite in the spirit of some 
of Secretary Hoover’s pleas for the en- 
dowment of pure science in American 
laboratories and universities.

LOSING FAITH IN THE HE DIRECT 
PRIMARY. 


Senator DILL of the State of Wash- 
ington, in attacking in advance the 
credentials of Mr. VARE of Pennsylvania 
and Mr. SMITH of Illinois, was forced to 
take cognizance of the fact that both 
these gentlenfen were the choice of the 
voters in a direct Senatorial pfimary. 
The.corruption notorious in that process 
was the very thing that the direct 
primary was intended to make impos- 
sible. As Senator D1Lu innocently said, 
“Those who led the movement for the 
“ adoption of the direct primary some 
“vears ago believed that it would end 
“that practice ”—meaning the control of 
elections by big business and bosses 
through the use of money. The event 
has made a sardonic comment upon this 
credulous hope:. As the Senator from 
Washingtén was forced to concede, we 
have lately been seeing “some of the 
“ most flagrant examples of the viola- 
“tion of the spirit and purpose of the 

* primary in the history of American 

“ politics.” 

Such utterances, along with the de- 
cision of the Senate committee to probe 
deeper into the Pennsylvania and Illinois 
primaries, lend special significance to 
an: article in the December number of 
The American Federationist on “ The 
Use of the Direct Primary.” 
ten by Professor-Boots of the University 
of Pittsburgh, and is given first place 
in this organ of the American Federation 
of Labor. The author has long studied 
the: theory and working of the direct 
primary, and while he does not abandon 
its principle, or entirely surrender the 
hopes that were entertained at the time 
of its establishment, he makes a search- 
ing criticism of its operation. He shows 
how the percentage of qualified voters 
taking part in if. has steadily been 
growing smaller. He admits that it 
tends to break down party responsibility, 
and shows that ‘in experience this new- 
fangled piece of political machinery, 
designed to put the professional politi- 
cians out of business, has in reality 
proved to be ly one more efficient 
instrument in their hands, If the direct 
primary does not work well, it is mainly 
because the party .bosses are so easily

AN EPIC OF RECONSTRUC- 
TION. 


On Wednesday the Zaimis Coalition 
Government at Athens reteived a virtu- 


ally unanimous vote of confidence from | 


the newly elected Parliament.. The Gov- 
érnment’s program stresses the exclusion 
of the army from politics, a pacific for- 


‘eign policy and the restoration of full 


parliamentary liberties. There is good 
reason for hoping that Greece has at last 
pulled her feet out of the mire of foreign 
adventure, defeat, civil war, miljtarism 
and dictatorship. A heartening page in 
| contemporary history has ‘been written 
‘| by General KONDYLIS, who made such 
short shrift of the serio-comic PANGALOS. 
In the tradition of the old Roman pa- 
triotism KoNpYLis contented himself with 
setting 4n order the Greek political house 
and retiring from the scene. 

It is the protracted turmoil and strife 
at Athens that has obscured from the 
eyes of the wérld an extraordinary effort 


at national reconstruction which re- 


dounds to the honor of the Greek people 
and to the League of Nations, an active 
partner in the great work, The antics of 
the military chieftains have shoved out 
of the news the story of the Refugee 
Settlement. “It is now told in detail in 
a report of the Settlement Commission to 
the League of’Nations. Briefly, it is 
the story of how a country of 5,000,000 
people in the space of three years has 
absorbed into itself 1,400,000 fugitive 
kinsmen. In absolute numbers this is as 
great a folk migration as any in Euro- 
pean history. Proportionately, it is as if 
the United States.in the space of three 


years were asked to provide home and 


occupation for 35,000,000 immigrants. 

To cope with the immediate problem 
the American Red Cross stepped in and 
fed half a million people for six months. 
Then the Near East Relief took up the 
1 work and has continued to care for: the 
erphans. British agencies participated. 

ANSEN’S report to the League prepared 
the way for the guaranteed loan of 
$50,000,000 to the Athens Government 
(a part of which the Greeks themselves 
subscribed), and the Settlement Com- 
mission was organized, 

By July 1 of the present year the 
commission had’ planted more than 
147,000 refugee families on the land, a 
total of 552,000 individuals. 
them more than 40,000 houses. The 
Turks had left behind 65,000 habitations., 
The Greek Government gave for settle- 
ment more than 1,500,000 acres of land, 
of which two-thirds had been vacated by 
the Turks, and another 10 per cent. was 
secured by expropriation. Macedonia 
took 116,400 families, Thrace 16,600, 
Crete nearly 5,000. Homes and a living 
were thus provided for all the farmer 
refugees and from 15 to 25 per cent. of 
those who had been townsfolk in Asia 
Minor. Originally the commission’s 
concern was with the agricultural ele- 
ment and it has remained that in the 
main. But the urban population had to 
be looked after. The commission built 
16,700. apartments in Athens and the 
provincial towns. The Greek Govern- 
ment erected more than 23,000 homes all 
over the,country. At: Athens, Piraeus, 
Salonika, entire new districts and sub- 
urbs have been created, new towns vir- 
tually, with populations from 20,000 to 
80,000. In Macedonia 300,000 urban 
refugees have established themselves. 

The strain on the old population has 
been heavy. Work for the newcomers 
came originally from the vast home- 
building programs. Now the Govern- 
ment plans éxtensive public works. 
After ¢hat there will be difficulties. 
But there seems no doubt that the prob- 
lem of fitting three-quarters of a million 
new industrial workers into the old eco- 
nomic scheme will be solved. One 
ancient problem has already been solved. 
Macedonia, so long an ethnic crazy quilt 
and a shambles, has been thoroughly 
Hellenized.

SAVING MAD RIVER NOTCH. 

Mad River Notch is off the beaten 
track in New Hampshire. Its primeval 
forest of red spruce is known only to the 
neighborhood and to the more hardy 
among Summer hikers. Its isolation has 
saved it from destruction in the past. It 
may serve to save it in the future despite 
the fact that it was bought last year by 
a lumbér company prepared to build a 
railroad and “cut this last stand of virgin 
timber in the White Mountains. Sixteen 
thousand acres, more or less, of splendid 
forest may be preserved if- only prompt 
action is taken. The slopes of Mount 
Osceola and Kankamaugus, lying between 
the President and the Franconia Ranges, 
are dense with stately spruce trees. The 
bottom land has a thick. stand of hard- 
wood. The plot is crowned with the 
Greeley Ponds, which have been described 
as lying like two gentians open to the 
sky. 

With a fine public spirit the lumber 
company that now owns this tract of 
land has responded to the appeals of such 
associations as the Appalachian Moun- 
tain Olub, the New Hampshire State 
Chamber of Commerce, the Massach1z- 
setts Forestry Association and the Cham- 
bers of Commerce of Springfield agd 
New Haven, and has let it be known that 
it is willing to sell this area as a national 
forest for the equivalent of the purchase 
price plus interest. It is understood that 
if a bill.now pending in Congress to up- 
propriate $2,000,000 for the purchase of 
lands protecting the watersheds of navi- 
gable rivers is passed, a portion will be 
turned over for the acquisition of Mad 
River Notch as a national forest: Presi- 
dent CooLInGE in his message has recom- 
mended the passage of this bill and has 
expressed the hope that an additional 
miflion dollars may be provitled 1 in special 
appropriations. 

It is scarcely a hundred years since the 
White Mountain country was almost all 
virgin” forest. The first whd went into 
it to live were pioneers who preferred it 
to the alluring Western lands then being 
thrown open. They were followed by 
lumber companies. Today the spruces of 
Mad River Notch constitute the only im- 
portant stand of virgin’ timber that has 
survived. Its historical value is great. 
A relic of the forest primeval, its worth | 
a hundred years hence will be greater 
even than it is today, and those who take 
part in saving it for the ages will reqeive 
the blessings of unborn generations.

Bank — Notes —— to

of France, however, in a special

WHERE BRITISH TRADE 
HAS BEEN HARDEST HIT 
Year’s Loss Heaviest in Exports to 


European Continent—Germany 
Gained Most Largely. 








The —— of the Brtish Board. of 
Trade on the distribution by countries 
of England’s exports and imports dur- 
ing the first nine months of 1926 at- 
tracted particular interest as reflecting 
the effects of the British coal strike. 
As a consequence of that strike, and 
consequent decrease of prodyction in 
other industries, total British imports 
during the nine months had decreased 
£60,000,000 from the year preceding and 
British exports had decreased £83,000, 


000. 
The greater part of the loss in ex- 
ports is now shown to have occurred in 
shipments to the European centinent, 
which decreased £54,114,000 from 1925. 
Of that decrease £9,315, 000 occurfed in 
exports to France, £15, 042,000 in'-trade 
with Germany, £5,369,000 in trade with 
‘Italy and. £6,676,000 in trade with the 
‘Netherlands. EXingland’s imports from 
France decreased £5,892,000, from Italy 
£3,256,000, from Switzerland '£5,742,000 
and from Spain £1,886,000. But imports 
frora Germany increased £15,372,000 
during the period ahd from the Nether- 
‘|lan@s £4,262,000, both probably repre- 
pouting importations of coal. 

Exports to fortign countries, outside. 
of Continental Europe and the. British 
Empire, decreased £15,947,000, of which 
decrease £,772,000 occurred in trade 
with the United States, £3,410,000 in 
trade with Argentina, £2,355,000. in 
trade with Brazil and . £3,954,000 in 
trade with Egypt. Somewhat striking- 
ly, however, British exports to China 
increased £2,547,000. Importations by 
England from the United States de- 
creased £18,564,000 during the nine 
months, from Chile £3,592,000, ‘from 
Egypt £3,995,000 and from China 
£1,586,000.

For the ten months’ 
period ended with October the exports 
were $129,747,940 less’ than in the 
game périod a year before, while the 
‘{mports were greater by $245,657,755. 
fhe result was to reduce the favorable 
merchandise balance of trade from 
— $540,219,821 last year to $164,814,096 
this year. If the proportion is kept up 
for the remaining\two months, the ex- 
cess of exports over imports will be 
little more than $180,000,000. Should 
this be the case, it will be the smallest 
balance shown in any year since 1896, 
‘when the amount was $102,882,000. 
The record favorable balance was in

It had been the largest 
and was the last of the national dry 
goods jobbing concerns in this city. 
‘When it began its existence retailers 
from all over the country came here 
twice a year to replenish their sup- 

plies and at the same time to get ac- 
quainted with the ‘fewest in piece 
goods, notions, &c. It was before the 
_ time of the development of the gar- 

ment industry and when dresses and 
other articles of women’s garb were 
usually of home manufacture with the 
occasional aid of a seamstress. After 
ae while, as the country developed, big 
jobbing houses were éstablished: in 
other cities, notably in Chicago and 
St. Louis. Then many retailérs found 
it more convenient to patronize the con- 
cerns nearer their respective localities.

Settling trade 
disputes by .arbi- 

tration instead of 
resorting to . the 
courts has become 
the practice in a number of the indus- 
tries. It was found that, even when 
‘recourse .was had to the law, the Mag- 

istrate béfore whom a dispute came 
lacked the necessary technical knowl- 

edge to adjudicate on it and had to 
call in the aid of “trade experts. So, 

less than twoscore years ago, the 
Chamber of Commerce of Bradford, 

England, established a Board of Arbi- 
tration to. settle disputes on woolens. | 
This body has-been working since in a 
very satisfactory way. One result was 
that the-miere’ knowledge: that a con- 
troversy would. be examined by. really 
competent experts automatically re- 
duced the. riumber of disputes. In re- 
cent years arbitration was requested 
by. firms im Continental Europe doing 
business with British’ concerns. In 
1924 an ‘agreement for arbitrating 
woolen. disputes was-entered into with 
French representatives and last year 
similar ones with those of Belgium and 
Germany. Finally, in October last,.a 
conference was held in Turin, Italy. 

Great Britain, France, Belgium, Ger- 
many and Italy were represented and 
entered into mutual agreements for ar- 
bitration of disputes over woolens. 

Hopes were expressed that Czechoslo- 
vakia and this country would soon join 
the movement. It is said that a stum- 
bling block in the way of this country 
giving adhesion is a provision requir- 
ing disputes to be heard in the country 
where the controversy arose. A great- 
er one probably is the difficulty of get- 
ting enough dealers to agree to. any 
form of arbitration with foreign con- 
cerns.

one made an addition.of two or three 
hundred thotisand ‘bales, the result 
would be very manifest in the price 
quotations. But when, as was the 
case during the past week, an addition 
of about the quantity stated was made 
to a prediction of over 18,000,000 bales, 
the result was quite negligible. No- 
body appeared to be excited: about it 
because it did not materially change 
conditions. The problem still remains 
as to what is.to become of the great 
supply. With cotton as ‘cheap as it 
is, there is no. doubt that mote usé 
will be made of it and for more puf- 
poses and, in the end, what at first 
sight seemed a misfortune may work 
out for a lasting good. An encourag- 
ing sign is the disposition to make the 
best of the situation. For the future 
the most hopeful determination is to 
plant fewer-acres to cotton and to grow 
more and better cotton to the acre. 
If this is done the price will cut less’ 
figure and the outcome will be a profit. 
The final estimate of the crop will 
have a decided effect so far as the 
goods market is concerned. Both buy- 
ers and sellers of cottons have been 
awaiting it so as to discover a safe 
and stable trading basis. The imme- 
diate effect was not especially marked 
because of the, season of the year, but 
it will be more apparent in a few 
weeks, when the bulk of the buying 
will be in progress. Gray goods con- 
tinue to show «a softening téndency, 
but the tradjng in them is light. Ging- 
ham ‘prices have been made on the ex- 
isting basis to continue under guaran- 
tee to April 1. This action is sim- 
ilar to that taken recently with re- 
gard to printed goods. Lower levels 
have been fixed for tickings and 
towélings.* Prices for denims will 
probably soon.be set to correspond 
with the lower-cost of cotton and 
there will be other reductions of the 
same kind. Hedvyweight underwear. 
offerings -will be priced ‘this week.

executives. of these stores are doing 
the best they can to hold down 
changes in their personnel: Many 


stores, however, @0 not devote enough 
attention to this phase of -their. busi- 
ness, apparently failing to: realize that‘ 
every cut in. costs usually means a 
corresponding incréase in net profits. 

“The cost .of customer turnover. re- 
ceives still less attention, for it is 
practically impossible to figure it.’ -By 
customer turnover is meant the custom- 
ers who are made for the stores 
by advertising and other promotion 
features and lost through some dis- 
satisfaction with the merchandise or 
service. , 

“The losses arising from this source 
are particularly hard to trace when’ 
the business of.a store is done largely 
or wholly on a cash basis, for in this 
case there is no way of identifying 
those customers who have been lost. 
Nor is it much easier for a store to 
deterrhine its customer turnover loss 
when a great part of its business is 
conducted on a charge basis, although 
the inactive account. (not closed ac- 
count) files of the credit department 
offer direct access to the names and 
addresses of its former patrons on this 
basis. | 3 

‘The question may 
up as to why the business of these 
customers is not gone. after again. 
Tne ‘answer is that sporadic attempts 
are made ty many stores to revive 
their inactive accounts, but that for 
some reason or other, they are not 
made in a way which. produces: max- 
imum results. The general procedures 
is to serd an crdirary form letter 
to the,customer asking her to tell the 
reas.it why the account became Iin- 
active. assuring her that the store 
will be only too glad to make things 
right . 

“This stunt. as T see it, has four 
things wrong with it. First, it has 
beea done over anc over again. Sec- 
ond, the wording of most of: such 
letters is too formal to awaken any 
desire in the custcmez to tell what 
the trouble is, itt eny.. Third, suca 
letters are useless in great part be- 
cause. if the customer felt like com- 
plaining. tHe complaint would likely 
have been written (or made person- 
ally) at the time of ihe incident which 
resulted in the loss of the customer's 
Fourth, and maybe the 
most important. the form letter 
method of trying to awaken inactive 
accounts is ‘cheap,’ and it myst not 
be thought for a tnoment that the 
cus*tumer dves not realize ‘this fact. 

“Ia fact, there is probably nothing 
more itritating to many women than 
to receive a letter which they know 
is going to hundreds of others. Women 
are strong individualists and a sep- 
arately typed letter makes a far 
stronger appeal than any product of 
the duplicating machine., Yet even 
individual letters lose their appeal if 
they are signed, ‘John Jones, Presi- 
dent,’ with a rubber stamp. 

Mo my mind, there is only one class 
of former charge customers to whom 
trade-soliciting letters can rightly be 
sent, and that is made up of patrons 
who have moved from the city in 
which the account was _opened,, who 
dealt with the store by mail for a time 
and then stopped. In cases such as 
these there is no reason why individual 
letters, properly phrased and indicat- 
ing a real desire to be of service to 
the customer, should not be effective. 
The value of the out-of-town patron, 
especially oné who is so satisfied with 
her treatment by a store as to become 
a builder of good-will for it in the 
community in which she lives, is not a 
thing that has to be demonstrated to 
the merchant whe knows: his business. 

‘Right here I can imagine some one 
asking what practical suggestion I 
have to make about reviving the busi- 
ness of charge customers who have not 
moved away. My reply is that I would 
have the more recent of these accounts 
gone over carefully and analyzed. ° I 
would select from them 50 or 100 of 
the most desirable-looking and would 
then set a competent, well-bred woman 
solicitor on their trail. I believe that 
the results from such a canvass would 
be surprising and would offset by far 
the cost of soliciting, even if only good- 
will were built up at first. Sufficient 
time would have to be given the solic- 
itor to show results, and in choosing 
her particular care would have to be 
taken. 

“Some objection to this method may 
be made on the ground that it is 
beneath the store’s dignity thus to 
solicit trade. If it were, I would reply 
that it is also below the store's dignity 
to send out cheap form letters for the 
purpose.» Certainly personal solicita- 
tion is no more beneath a store’s dig- 
nity than it was, and still is with some 
stores, to send around investigators 
before opening new accounts. 

“Getting back to the disease and for-- 
getting the cure for a moment, I would 
like to touch upon one very fertile 
source of customer turnover. This is 
the part-time sales person and the 
employe who is taken on temporarily 
to meet the Christmas or some other 
expected rush. Unless time and pains 
are taken to impress upon such em- 
ployes the need of proper and courte- 
ous service they are, speaking figura- 
tively, commercial dynamite. 

“Even time and pains won’t always 
remoye the danger. This is especially 
true of the temporary employe who, 
feeling that the store’s interest in her 
is only fleeting, makes her interest in 
the store even more fleeting, if any 
ever exists. These workers, fairly 
sure that they can get, away with al- 
most anything that is not too ‘raw’ ,in 
the hustle and bustle of the season, 
are not only likely to loaf on ‘the job 
but almost to go out of their'way to 
irritate customers with nerves already 
on the ragged edge from the difficul- 
ties of shcpping in crowds.

ness'and good will of the store suffer 
as a result. : 
..“‘The part-time employes, especially 
young married women, are also likely 
to take an offensive attitude unless 
they had sales training prior to their 
age. This attitude is heightened | 
by the fact that, having behind them 
men who are required by law, if not 
by desire, to support them, they do 
not have to work if they do not want 
to. If, in their own eyes, 
doing the store a favor by working 
there, it is not difficult to see what 
the effect will be when the going ‘gets

Not the least important factor con-| 
.tributing ‘to the success of any re- 
tail establishment is the. method of 
“approach” to a customer that is used. 
Some stores have no set policy, but 
leave it entirely to the sales person, 
with the result that irritatign Crops 
up which is frequently fatal to the 
successful’ completion of & sale. But 
most retailers, large and small, Mave 
realized the. importance of the first 
contact of.the customer with the sales 
.elerk and have endeavored to map 
out a procedure’ satisfactory both to 
the store and the customer. —~ 

In large department stores the rule 
in many departments is to allow the 
customer to “speak first.’ This is 
based on the assumption that the cus- 


tomer wants to look over the mer- 
chandise d does not want, to be 
bothered at every turn by importunate | 
sales clerks. Once the customer dis- 
plays her interest in.any item of mer- 
chandise, however, the .sales person, 
in these stores, is taught to follow 
up the indicated lead tactfully. In cer- 
tain lines of department: s@ore mer- 
chandise the customer usually knows 
what she wants, and tells the clerk 
at once. Then the latter usually has 
very little to say or-do beyond the 
actual showing of the merchandise, 
which usually sells itself. 

In ,other retail: establishments, in- 

cluding several big department stores, 
the clerks are taught to approach the 
customer immediately upon the latter’s 
appearance. This is done even in 
street-floor departments, where there 
are usually a large number of custom- 
ers who. are ‘‘lookers,’’ althoygh po- 
tential purchasers as well. Advocates: 
of this method say that it results in 
added sales and keeps the sales clerks 
‘fon their toes.” , 
_ It is claimed, however, and com- 
ments of shoppers are cited in sup- 
port, that under this plan sales clerks 
are too eager to make sales and bother 
customers unnecessarily. This is held 
to be particularly true in certain de- 
partments where-there is a natural 
tendency for customers to ~ browse 
around or make careful selection of 
the.goods they have in mind. Thus, in 
the department handling books, on the 
main floor, a customer tells of being 
bothered by no fewer than four clerks 
within almost as many minutes. This 
sort of’ thing irritates some types of 
buyers, who, if lefé to themselves, 
would more quickly make up their 
minds as to their purchases.

Manufacturers of women’s belts are 
going to have an excellent Spring sea- 
son if early indications can be relied 
on. Already orders are being received 
in good volume from jobbers and cut- 
ters-up. — 
The Fall season started rather late, 
and the coming of the holidays com- 
bined with the late start to limit the 
period for selling belts to about two 
months. On the whole, however, the 
business done in that peridd- was satis- 
factory to the manufacturers: . 

The coming bf the holidays usually 
means an interruption in’ this trade, 
as the retailers- push belts aside in 
favor of other small merchandise 
meant especially for Christmas.

I find it hard to talk about munic- 


ipal art in New York,” he said, ‘‘be- 
cause, - practically speaking, there isn’t 
any. We have individual objects of 
art, a great many indoors and a few 


outdoors, but I know of no more than 


two or three objects of art in New 
York that may be Called municipal. 
“Nature gives us,the heavens, the 
hilis and the waters. France gives us 
the Statue of Liberty. We built our 
beautiful City Hall qurselves, and so 
we did with Brooklyn Bridge and with 
the templed towers that rise so mag- 
ically from the foot of Manhattan Is- 
land, as one sees them, coming up the 
Bay. Then we did more. We smoth- 
ered the approaches to the Brook! 
Bridge with great ugly sheds. e 
waited a hundred years and then we 
spoiled the City Hall by placing in 
front of it a pudgy statue, surmounted 
by a face studiously devoid of char- 
acter, flanked by a toy sword of 2,000 
years, and standing on the necks of 
two mermaids, who are nevertheless 
innocent until they are proved guilty. 
I refer to the statue of ‘Civic Vir- 
tue,’ otherwise ‘known as ‘The Rough 
Guy.’ 
“But we did more than that. We 
started a civic centre in the bottom 
of an old pond, two backyards removed 
from the back of the City Hall, with 
the great. gray masses of the Munic- 
ipal Building and the Hall of Records 
forming a palisade between the City 
Hall and the néw Courthouse in the 
bottom of the pond. As a civic centre, 
this is the joke of the century! 


“A first glimpse, from the steamship 


deck, of the towers of the Battery is 
still a beautiful thing,’’ but the mo- 
ment the ship noses up past Wall 
Street, the view of our skyscrapers 
changes to a long row of upended, 
right-angled packing boxes that look 
like a set of dinosaur’s teeth with a 
few missing. On top of each tooth 
rests a squat-legged water tank, sacred 
to the cause of American municipal 
art. Our scattered towers are lost 
amid the jungle .of their surrounding 
acking-box neighbors. The pristine 
eauty of the Singer Tower has dis- 
appeared. The’ wonderful Woolworth 
ower now has a neighbor thrusting its 
pill-box top up in the air just across 
Barclay Street. The Metropolitan 
Tower is safe so far, but how long 
will it last in its heautiful aloofness?”’ 
Grosvenor Atterbury, °* architect, 
speaking on ‘The City and The 
Home," said: 
“One half of the population of the 


United States lives in less: than one-. 


eight-hundredth of its area. We have 
wrought miracles in construction—but 
they are Frankensteins we cannot con- 
trol, We have gone Mahomet one bet- 
ter and brought the mountain (in: the 
form of high buildings) to us. And 
now that we have them in —— 
we don’t know what to do w them. 
“The only real reason Yor the ex- 
istence of a city is_the welfare of 
the men, women and children who 
dwell and work in it. In building the 
city, we have forgotten the man.’

PORTRAITS AND PORTENTS. By A.:G.

HE price of a portrait, whether by 

brush or by pen, is determined by two 

factors: first, the value of the person 

depicted, and, secondly, the value of 

the art in the picture. An unknown 
man becomes immortal when painted by da 
Vinci. And an unknown painter is cherished 
forever if his subject be Alexander the Great, 
in a Lely or a Laszlo fashion assists fame 
and fame assists fashion. 

To qualify for what has become the unique 
gallery of miniatures by Mr. Gardiner you 
must be already among the known, a person 
of whom the public wishes to hear more. In 


his boat there are no passengers; every cap-~- 


tive has to pull his weight; even Lady Astor 
is chained to the oar. Yet there is compen- 
sation. A character sketch, with or without 
the quality of mercy, is twice blessed. It 
helps Mr. Amery to be vivisected by Mr. 
(Jardiner. And it helps Mr. Gardiner thus 
to vivisect Mr. Amery. 

Mr. Gardiner’s books are thus of a deserved 
interest to his contemporaries, and they in- 
clude a good deal which will be essential to 


the historian. In the future people will turn | 


to these pages as today they turn to Pepys 


and Greville, and find fascination in what 


we are too apt to take for granted. 

Mr: Gardiner seldom fails to deliver the 
goods. In his writing there is usually a 
substantial matter, much of it the result of 
observation or special inquiry, and if the 


wrapping of the parcel is at times rough, if 


there is a certain indifference to the final 


polish which is usually an essential to the 


most lasting prose, it will be remembered 
that these estimates, promoted to be lit- 
erature, . originated as. journalism. _ They 
were written to the tick of the clock. in- 
deed, what the critic condemns as redun- 
dancy is actually a virtue in a contribution 
to the press.

RE is little in this volume 
of forgotten or hitherto un- 
published specimens of the 
work of Lewis Carroll to

writing real nonsense verse and prose 
had reached its full development.

The opening account, ‘‘Murder at 
Smutty Nose,’ is about a very fa- 
mous crime committed on one of the 
Isles of Shoals over fifty years ago.

spasmodic research possible. Without Boul- 
ton the great Watt. would have abandoned

again: without Hubbard, his father-in-law, 
Bell would never have perfected the tele- 
phone. The mechanic or chemist who en- 
gages in research needs direction and 
control. 

The exigencies of modern manufacturing 
have given research and invention a new 


modern business as selling goods in the 


markets of the world. The inventor or the 
chemist is no longer compelled to dream, 


work and starve in a garret. He is hired 


now to make discoveries almost to order. 


He may be less picturesque and eccentric © 


than of old; he may be curbed; but he eats 
three meals a day and drives his automobile 
like the rest of us. His life is as un- 
eventful as that of any clerk, The Samuel 
Smiles of the future who writes his biogra- 
phy will find # hard to make of him a 
hero, battling against.the blind prejudice 
of an ignorant industrial world. 

If we miss the fine frenzy with which men 
like Morse and Bell conducted their inves- 
tigations in the past it -is because the pro- 
feasional research scientist of today is a 
cool, calculating person.

But the later 
influx of cheapness and mediocrity 
proved too overwhelming for the con- 
tinued interest of the best artists in 
Christmas card designing. 

A special plea for the Christmas

the best artists in black and white 
and color prints to bring their talent 
to the rescue of those who seek relict 
from hackneyed Christmas card 
themes. 


The New York Public Library took 
the initiative a few years ago in the 
movement on -behalf of original 
Christmas cards hy American artists, 
when Frank Weitenkampf, director 
of the prints room, organized such 
an exhibition there.

_ ARE WINTERING NEAR NEW YORK 


E ‘Snowy Owl, Goshawk, Gyrfalcon and Other Beautiful Visitors From 
The Far North Are Seen Again After a Long Absence 


By CHARLES JOHNSTON 


HOSE who delight in the grace 
and viyid life of birds are re- 
warded every few years by the 
appearance in the Winter 

months of rare and .beautiful vis- 
itants from the northern fur country

- eoncerned. Flights of magnificent 
' goshawks have descended on New 
England, New York, “New Jersey, 
from Maine to the Delaware. Snowy 
owls have winged their ghostly way 
to the northern part of this region, 
and as far south as Barnegat aleng 
the heaches. They have never before 
been seen so early and in such num- 
bers. The swift and splendid gyrfal- 
_ con, whose extended wings measure 
“nearly five feet from tip to tip, has 
- been seen in New England and on 
Long island. There is a reason for 
the presence of these wide-winged 
to which we shall return. 
Let us first try to draw their pic- 
tures from life. 


Long Beach Owls 


Two of us made an expedition the 
other day to Long Beach. Keeping 
- ‘niand, we had watched & company 
* of red-backed sandpipers whirling

within thirty feet. Turning once more, | 


the big bird surveyed us, reached an 
unfavorable conclusion,- deliberately 
opened its immense wings, five feet 
from tip to tip, like white oar blades, 
and sailed in ¢ffortiess silence along 
the dunes, disappearing a hundred 
yards away. When we came on it 
standing upright on the sand, the 
owl departed, swaying in wide, lovely 
curves, to a distant crossbar. There 
we left him in the gathering dusk. A 
week later three snowy owls were 
present on the same beach; two more 
were seen at Barnegat; five in a day, 
as against three in the same region 
in the preceding fifteen years. And 
four were seen at Montauk Point.

»ulliantly cotored, with mingled 
fiocks of crimson, rosy red, orange, 
yellow and green, perhaps reminis- 
cent of hot Miocene sunshine. But 
the snowy owl, ptarmigan atid snow 
bunting, all circumpolar, have donned 
the white of the glacial period. 


In hoth New and Old Worlds the 
snowy owl is a bird of the tundra; 
ptarmigan, lemmings, hares make 
his bill of fare,- with nesting ducks 
added in Summer. Only when their 
Northern supplies fall short, perhaps 
through epidemic disease, do these 
ghostly visitants swoop south in 
numbers. Fifty years ago as many 
as 500 were seen in New England, 
many also in New York. They came 
again in 1882-83, and in the Winter 
of 1901-@2 there was an even greater 
visitation, and many came in 1905-06. 

During the last twenty years ptar- 
nigan and lemming must have been 
abundant; few of these beautiful and 
essentially gentle birds have been 
seen until the first week of Novem- 
ber of the present year. Now they 
abound and are noted everywhere; 
several have boarded ships, some far 
out at sea. The snowy owl is oddly 
named Nyctea nyctea by ornitholo- 


gists, an iteration of the Greek for. 


night; oddly, when one. remembers 
that he spends six months in per- 
petual sunlight, skimming over the 
moss and lichen of the tundras, 
perching on a rock to look for ptar- 
migan, or gleaning the short-tailed 
lemming from. the moss. 


Silent While South 


Snowy owls nest on the dry tundra, 
laying from three to ten creamy- 
white round eggs, so we may hope 
their magnificent tribe will hol its 
own. Their call is said to be “krau- 
krau,” and also a satirical “rick- 
rick-rick!’’ but on their southward 
visits they are generally silent, And 
they have made their way as far

Northern India, 

The swift-winged goshawk, Astur 
atricapilius, is a hunter of the fur 
country. His lighter-colored cousin, 
Astur palumbarius, .is spread across 
Northern Europe and Siberia. Some 
of the Kamchatka birds are almost 
pure white. The European gcshawk, 
or goose-hawk (for the first syllable 
of his name is not an expletive), must 
have been common in Engiand in 
earlier centuries, since in falconry it 
was assigned to yeomen and the well- 
to-do, while thie finer, swifter gyrfal- 


tows was the bird of kings. The pere- 
grine falcon, nearly identical with 
eur duck hawk of the Palisades, was 
reserved for princés and earls. ‘The 
little hobby hawk was assigned to the 
esquire; the merlin was the lady's 
hawk; the Eurepean sparrow hawk, - 
close to our sharp-shinned, sat on 
the priest’s wrist; servants might 
hunt with the kestrel, or wind-hover, 
okin to the bird we call sparrow 
hawk. 

The names have got mixed in tran- 
sit. But to come back to goshawks: 
they build big nests in the trees of 
the fur country and. dine largely on 
grouse and hares. It is likely that 
an epidemic among the grouse of the 
Canadian forests is the cause of the 
present goshawk visitation. In the 
United States there are three gos- 
hawks: the bird described, .the darker 
Western goshawk, and the smaller 
Mexican goshawk in the South. 

Of the gyrfalcons one can speak 
only from hearsay; they have not 
yet come within our ken, but we 
cherish hopes. They are splendid 
birds, rightly allotted to kings, 
longer winged and quicker on the 
wing even than the swift goshawk. 
Two species, including four forms, 
may possibly visit us, as they some- 
times visit the British Isles: first, 
the white gyrfalcon, which nests on 
the high rocks of Ellesmere Land 
and on the opposite Greenland cliffs 
as far north as the eightieth paral- 
lel. It has been seen once on Long. 
Island, at Millers Place. 

These birds, gyrfalcon$, goshawks, 


| snowy owls, are not regular migrants 


coming and going with the seasons; 
they visit us only at long intervals 
under threat-of famine at home. But 
we huve had one very notable mi- 
grant in November, a bird with im- 
mense white wings that measure 
seven feet from tip to tip, the 
quaintly named whistling swan. A 
dozen or more have been recorded 
from Long Island Sound and Barne- 
gat Bay: once abundant here, they 
have been rare in recent years, mi- 
grating further to the west from 
their nesting grounds in thé far 
Northwest to their Winter home on 
Chesapeake Bay and Currituck 
Sound. 

We have a visitor of another color. 
once more in the Botanical Garden— 
an Arctic. three-toed woodpecker, 
whose home is in the northern woods. 
Four years ago he was seen there 
and again last year, and early this 
November he came again. One heard 
him first, tapping loud on a big dead 
hemlock; then one saw him, a birJ 
as leng as a robin, with shiny black 
back, white. underparts finely 
streaked with black, some white on 
wings and tail, and a patch of yel- 
low, like a five-ddilar gold piece, on 
the crown of his head. He was turn- 
ing this way ana that, hacking off 
the outer bark, searching for grubs 
beneath. On that tree he worked for 
a week, oblivious of our admiration. 

Some of the gypsy migrants scen 
since early in* November; redpolls 
down near the Narrows; a little fam- 
ily of red crossbills in the hemlock 
grove, not far from the Arctic wood⸗ 
pecker; a lone pine grosboak, roxy 
red, in Westchester.

Butterfly tables seem to have first 
appeared about 1700, although, from 
their similarity in line to Jacobean 
furniture, they may well have been 
made long before that. Tables with 
leaves came into use in England 
almost a century before our earliest 
known butterfly table, and the gate- 
leg table—a distant relative of the 
butterfly—was developed about the 
middie of the seventeenth century. 
Most of the butterfly tables that 
have come down to us have been 
traced back to Connecticut, although 
other parts of New England have 
contributed a few examples. In the 
early days furniture was always 
made to order by local carpenters 
or cabinetmakers, a method of man- 
ufacture which accounts for the de- 
lightful variation in design among 
the antique specimens that have 
survived 200 years of use. One finds 
many styles of round-topped tables, 
oval and square-sided ones with the 
wings showing great diversity in 
form. Some-of the wings are cut in 
a simple, graceful curve, while in 
others the outer outline is made up 
of double curves suggesting the out- 
line of classic molding used so 
much in later Colonial furniture. ,

Pictorial Persian Rugs 

In the pictorial Persian rug the 
connoisseur has the choice of the 
rug which, in its technique, ap- 
proaches the detail and realism of 
European tapestries—as, for ex- 
ample, the rugs covered with a 
multitude of historic figures—or he 
may have the more primitive and in 
Many ways the more decorative 
weaves on which the figures are rep- 
resented in a naive manner and with 
a flat, decorative effect of design. 
Characteristic of this latter variety 
are the rugs that picture in a de- 
lightful way much of the daily life 
of those nomad tribes which, in 
their isolated mountain valleys, live 
a patriarchal life that was old 2,000 
years ago. 

The simpler ae of ‘rugs have 
generally a tan background of the 
undyed wool on which in dark 
brownish-reds, duil orange, blues, 
which are sometimes almost biack. 
and tawny yellows the homely ac- 
tivities of the tribe are presented.

With the nafveté of the 
East, one may see the fish swim- 
ming in the water, while on the sur- 


garden motives are frequent in Per- 
siah rugs, although they are gen- 
erally found without human figures. 
Conventionalized flower forms and 
rectangular spaces representing gar- 
den walks are the favorite means by 
which the Persian rug weaver sym- 
{ bolizes the garden. In the hot, dry 
lands of the East it is little wonder 
that the native rug.maker sought to 
bring into his art the delight of his 
people in shaded gardens, green with 
trees and refreshing with flowers. 

Other Kerman rugs are inspired by 
architectural motifs. One may have 
on a rug a picture of the outside as 
well as a view of the inside of some 
famous mosqve. Madonnas are fa- 
vorite subjects also, and in the 
method of expression suggest early 
Byzantine art. In the choice of 
Persian pictorial rugs one has to use 
his good taste, for, as in any type 
of rug, there a¥e good designs and 
poor ones. Some of the modern ones 
have departed too far from the dec- 
orative traditions of the past, no 
doubt, but many others, both modern 
and antique, show workmanship with 
a fine instinct for the limitations as | 
well as the possibilities of the weav- 
er’s art.

‘Whether those —— from au- 
tophobia would like to see the world 
slip quietly back to those peaceful 
days when the streets and country 
roads were infested with nothing 
deadlier than horses and bicycles is a 
question such sufferers can best an- 
swer for themselves: But that the 
pendulum of minority opinion has 
swung some distance becomes in- 
creasingly apparent. 

Miss Strudwick, it may be felt by 
some, put the case rather forcefully 
when she told the Public Safety Con- 
gress: “Forty million pounds’ worth 
of orders for new automobiles have 
already been placed; that means that 
£40,000,000 more danger will be re- 
leased on the reads.” But the speak- 
er was prepared to go further than 
that in her eloquent wrath, for she 
added : “Motorists should go all over 
the country in underground tunnels 
for which they paid themselves and 


other.” 


Favored Bicycles 

In Engiand, at the moment, the 
anti-motor war seems to be raging 
with special virulence. In some cases 
it is openly belligerent, as in the in- 
stance just noted. In other cases. it 
tdkes the form, rather, of defense of 
the bicycle as a vehicle of locomotion 
—the bicycie having recently been 
objected to by advocates of gasoline 
power.. An English enthusiast writes: 

“Cycling has continued ‘to grow 
steadily in favor, despite much oppo- 
sition and repeated reports that if 
was ‘dead,’ until today its popularity 
must be obvious to any frequenter of 
the open road. The pastime has an 
old and honorable tradition, cherished 
at the present. time by clubs whos | 
membership runs into hundreds of 
thousands.” ‘ 

This Englishman makes a distine- 
tion between “genuine cyclists” and 
“picycle-hack users.” Cyclists in 
Engiand, he observes, “are numerous 
enough to demand that certain old 
fallacies be _realized to be such. 
The bicycie is not ‘humble.’ It is not 
‘the poor man’s carriage/ It is not 
‘dead.’ Ht is not a ‘push-bike.’ It is 
-not ‘obsolete.’ It is the chosen in- 
strument of recreation and exercise 


These people are not ‘a nuisance on 
the road’—to any but arrogant auto- 
crats. They are not ‘road-scum.’ 
And I believe that in no European 
country but England are they ever 
regarded as such.” 

The allusion to “arrogant auto- 
crate” was calied forth by the fact 
that motorists in England have been 
of late making a special effort to 
clear the roads for motoring. In this 
connection the recent agitation for 
the renioval of Bankury Cross comes 
incidentally to miind. But. defenders 
of the bicycle insist, “the pedal is 
folding its own against petrol”; and 
“the cyclist is not going to be hustled 
off the road or tempted-by the far 
greater distances offered by the mo.

Perils of a Court Painter 


Nor did the handsome painter alto- 
gether escape a scandal] touching a 
higher sphere. The “Delicate Investi- 
gation” of 151% produced an affidavit 
of her Royal Highness the Princess 
of Wales setting forth the circum- 
stances of Lawrence's visits to Mon- 
tagu House to paint herself and her 
daughter. She says that Lawrence 
asked to be allowed to remain in the 
house “some few nights” in order to 
get started upon his canvas early in 
the morning before the Princesses 
Were ready to sit. She says also 








‘that Sir William Beechey had pre- 
| ferred a like request when he was 
painting them. In both cases the 
request was granted and the room 
eccupied by the painter in each case 
Was the same. Lawrence, she adds, 
did not even dine with her. Never- 
theless, a lady-in-waiting has left on 
record her estimate of “the great 
danger Mr. Lawrence was in of los- 
ing his head.” There are, it seems, 
pertis as well as privileges attached 
to the post of Principal Court Painter 
in Ordinary. 

All of which did not prevent 
George IV, who was. Lawrence's pre- 
eminent patron, both as Regent and 
as King, from assigning to him a 
most honorable task. The potentates 
who had just overthrown Napoleon 
were assembled in London in 1814 
and the son of the innkeeper of the 
White Lion and the Biack Bear was 
commanded to paint them all for the 
royal collection at Windsor Castie— 
where, in fact, when the canvases 
were finished, they were actually 
bestowed. The great ones stayed in 
London only long enough to get 
some of their portraits started. But 
later, when they were all assembied 
at - Aix-ia-Chapelie, Lawrence -was 
sent there especially to finish the 
job, and a very good time he had 
and received any number of diamond 


1 rings and cyphered snuff-boxes. The 


Czar, at whose request Lawrence 
had already been knighted, one day 
put the pegs in his ease! and helped 
him lift the canvas to its place. 
That wax quite like Charles V pick- 
ing up Titian’s pencil—as Sir Thomas 
did not fail. to recall with proper 
pride. 

Whatever the critics say about it, 
there’s no denying that art and life

and brocades. Lord Ronald Gower 
puts it that this was the age which 
had substituted “pomatum for pow- 
der” and ingwhich “the Brighton 
Pavilfon and the First Gentleman in 
Europe had stepped into the place of 
Versailies and Marie. Antoinette.” 
Lord Ronald says that for thirty 
years Lawrence painted “preposter- 
ousiy accoutred.men and women and 
seems to have reveled in the ugliness 
of the fashion.” But Lawrence was a 
man of ‘that fashion. Think of the 
fashion that Sargent had to paint 
after. him! 

One of the very loveliest of Law- 
rence’s portraits is that of Lord 
Ronald's aunt, the Lady Elizabeth 
Leveson-Gower, who 
Marchioness of Westminster. She 
described the painter long afterward 
as a man of “polished manners with 
a large cravat and a tinge about 
him of the days of George IV.” 

From the royal meet at Aix-la- 
Chapelle Lawrence went to Vienna 
to limn the Hapsburg and to Rome 
to paint the Pope. He came back 
just in time to be chosen to succeed 
Sir Benjamin West as President of 
the Royal Academy. That was in 
1820. Fuseli, the Swiss, justified the 
choice on the ground that “Lawrence 
sould at least paint eyes.”- Modern 
experts in “placing” are apt to put 
the man whose ‘“Pinkie’’ has just 
broken the picture-sale record imme- 
diately after. Reynolds, Gainsborough 
and Romney in the list of the Brit- 
ish masters. 

When he died in 1830 he had a 
very grand funeral, and his collec- 
tion of drawings by the older mas- 
ters was dispersed because the Brit- 
ish art world was too supine to buy 
it in for the nation. The rest of his 
art collection, instead of raking in 
millions like that of Sargent a cen- 
tury later, brought exactly £15,445 
17s 6d. The worst they could say 
of him. after admitting that he 
painted “with fidelity, consummate 


ter.” was that he “turned art too 
much into trade.” Perhaps that is 
why today his art is still very much 
‘in trade.” , 





THE CHEMEHUEVIS WATCH 
BEANS GROW 


V prea other [Indian tribes left 
the planting of beans and 
corn to the squaws, consid- 

ering agriculture beneath the dignity 

of a warrior, the Chemehuevis long 
before the coming of the white man 
tilled their gardens on the sandy 
shores of the Colorado River with 
wonderful resuits.- Scattered rem- 
nants of the tribe still continue to 
cultivate the soil. Many graduates

proved methods, tools and fertilizers 


Chemehuevi's garden. 

The Chemehuevis’ way of planting 
is peculiar, but it is consistent. A 
deep hollow, a foot and a half in 
diameter, is scooped out, and a few 
beans or some grains of corn are 
planted in the bottom. When. they 
begin to sprout the green things look 
like anything but a garden. At the 
side of the field in which the garden 
has been made there is always a 
rude brush shelter in whieh # 
watcher is stationed. Without his 
presence the vegetables are supposed 
not to grow. Usually the watcher 
sleeps while on duty, but the fact 
that he is there is believed to be all 


that is required to keep the beans 


and corn steadily .growing—without 
him they would soon. wither and die. 
The watcher remains a certain num- 
ber of hours and is then relieved by 
another. 

The post of watcher of the crops 
is regarded as a very important one 
by the tribe. The Chemehuevis not 
only work in their own garden, but 
many of them hire out to work in. 
the white man’s gardens as well.

given its research scientists a free 
hand in studying the chemistry and 
physics of reactions that occur in 4 
vaceum. Coolidge’s success in forc- 
ing electrons out of an X-ray tube 
into the atmosphere. and perform- 
ing: astonishing experiments with 
them is due to this idealistic policy.

How the Task Is Laid Out

These are regarded as simple

They never work blindly—these 
hired inventors and discoverers, 
these modern revolutionists of - in- 
dustry.

Whether it actually de- 
Serves such panegyrics is a matter of 
opinion, but it at least can boast of 
being a film produced with a wonder- 
ful conception of cinematics. Mr. Lis- 
enstein, in this production, moves 
from poetic ideas to harsh, throbbing 
motes, and in most instances his 
drama is convincing. Here and there 
he errs, being obviously always too

In 
fact, it is a marvelous organization 
Opera after opera goes on, generally 
pretty well cast—the flagrant, the in- 
credible casting. efrors of a few. sea- 
sons ago are disappearing by degrees 
—and sung and staged with a spirit 
that carries them across by the force 
of their own impetus. Just the same, 
there is no sense in trying to believe 
that the ensemble is perfect.” Mr. 
Moore has nothing but praise for the 
capable stage~ direction of Charles 
Moore and the stage scenery of Julian 
Dové..

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RCHIBALD HENDERSON in his: 
“Life of Bernard Shaw” tells of 
the early activities of the Eng-| 
lish Aristophanes when he 
busied himself, in the early and dark! 
| days of his career, As a music critic. 
Before he was 15 Bernard Shaw 
knew at least one important work .by 
Handel, Mozart, Beethoven, Mendels- 
sohn, Rossini, Bellini, Donizetti, Verdi 
and Gounod from cover to cover. He 
studied the piano himself and stumbled 
through the piano scores of Donizetti. 
Mozart, Bizet and: Berlioz) whistling 
the airs by heart. He did some ac- 
companying, but never really mastered 
the instrument. Even today he can 
read an opera or symphony score on 
his piano. At 20 the boy came to 
London and pursued various avoca- 
tions. Between 1876 and 1885 liter- 
ature had dowered him with the sum 
of £6. He began by deviling for a 


|} music critic, but his notices led to the 


stoppage of all the concert advertise- 
and ruined the paper. His 
career as a critic dates from 1885, 
when he wrote articles for The World 
on fiction, music, the drama, &c, The 
other critics came to treat Shaw as a 
reckless liar and privileged lunatic. 
He became music critic of The Star in 
1888 through the good offices of- 
Clement K. Shorter. William Archer 
said that “Bernard Shaw has, to my 
thinking, a peculiar genius for bring- 
ing day-by-day musical criticism into 
vital relation with esthetics at large, 
and even with ethics and politics—in a 


S| word, with life.” 


Shaw used the word “music” in a 
comprehensive, platonic. sense, for he 
wrote about anything and everything 
that came into his head. He once 
spoke of his column on The Star as 
@ mixture of triviality, vulgarity, 
farce ana tomfoolery mixed with gen- 
uine criticism. Shaw said that he se- 
cured the privileges he usurped first 
by taking care that Corno di Bassetto, 
his nom de plume, should always be 
amusing and, secondly, by using a 
considerable knowledge of music, 
which nobody suspected him of pos- 
sessing, to provide a solid substratum 
of genuine criticism for the mass of 
outrageous levities and ridiculous ir- 
relevancies. 

Shaw had heard good music * his 
home, had tried his hand at compos- 
ing, had also made some study of 
When Louis Engel, the 
best-hated critic in Europe, gave up 
hig post on The World, Shaw was his 
successor. The latter had strong con- 
victions on the subject of music, mu- 
sicians and true musical genius; the 
pedantry .of academic schools and the 
jargon of conventional musical criti- 
cism were his favorite targets. The 
musical criticism which takes the 
analysis of “Bach in B minor’ as its 
point of departure is held up to un- 
measured, scorn. When Mr, O’Con- 
nor gave him the job, he said to 
Shaw: “Say what you like, but for 
don’t tell us anything about 
the ‘Bach in B minor.’” 

Bernard Shaw brought his critical 
faculty to bear upon music in Eng- 
land during the period when the aca- 
demic faction held full sway. The 
leading musicians of the day were 
Dr. Mackenzie, Sir George Grove, Dr. 
Hubert Parry, Sir Joseph Barnby, Vil- 
liers Stanford, Goring Thomas, Arnold 
Dolmetsch, Cowen, Sterndale Bennet, 
Gilbert and Sullivan, &c. Paderewski 
was slowly mounting the ladder of 
success, Patti was singing her fare- 
well concerts. Shaw had little liking 
at first for Paderewski the virtuoso, 
but in 1893 he considered him. the 
greatest of living pianists. Shaw had 
the sincerest admiration for David 
Bispham; the de Reszkes won his 
praise “because they sang like digni- 
fied men instead of like male viragoes 
in the dramatic Italian style.” He 
called “our still adored Patti” in 1893 
‘tthe most accomplished of mezzo-so- 
pranos.” To him Hollman was the 
greatest violoncellist he had ever 


as being magnificent. 

In Shaw’s view Mozart was the ideal, 
the supreme composer, and he assert- 
ed that Mozart had influenced his 
dramatic work more than any drama- 
tist since Shakespeare. The second 
part of “Faust” impressed Shaw as 
the summit of Schumann's achieve- 
ment in dramatic writing. He always 
found Brahms insufferably tedious 
when he tried to be profound, but de- 
lightful when he merely tried to be 
pleasant and naively sentimental. He 
regarded Verdi as the ——— of liv- 
ing dramatic composers. 

For the solemnly manufactured 
operas of Saint-Satns Shaw felt not 
only distaste, but genuine contempt. 
Early in his career he gave up Paris 
as impossible from the artistic view- 
point. London he did not. mind so 
much: the Londoner did not pretend 
to be artistic, and was not at all 
ashamed of this condition. The Paris- 
lan, on the other hand, was a mixture 
of hypocrisy and ignorance. The most 
significant feature of Shaw's career as 
& musical critic was his championship 
of Wagner. At twenty he had made 
the acquaintance of Chichester Bell, a 
cousin of Graham Bell, inventor of the 
telephone, an ardent Wagnerite. Shaw 
bought a vocal score of “Lohengrin” 
and immediately became an enthusias- 
tic disciple of the German master. The 
six years of Shaw's activity as a mu- 
sical critic fell within the decade of 
Sir Augustus Harris's greatest oper- 
atic enterprises. Shaw spent a large 
part of his time making onslaught af- 
ter onslaught on the spurious artistic 
prestige of Covent Garden. In the 
same way that he fought the battles 
of Wagner did Shaw champion the 
cause of Richard Strauss in 1910.

Not only'-are’ those ‘galleries’ being’ 
filled with art from the Old World, 
but our melting ‘pot is bringing forth’ 
as well, artists of great excellence. 
Their works hang upon the walls, The 
Grand Central Art Galleries, of which 
I am a trustee, is an institution cre- 
ated by New York City for the double 
purpose of helping good American ar- 
tists market their work and of broad- 
ening appreciation’ of American art. 
Its galleries are spacious, and are vis- 
ited by thousands; but if the plans of 
the trustees bear fruit the New York 
galleries will} merely bé the head- 
quarters for greater effort. No profit 
is‘made by any one connected with the 
organization, save ‘ans of the artists 
whose ‘work sells. 


Work of American Artists. 


The Grand Central galleries do ef- 
fective work, but our hope lies far 
more in the exhibitions we send to 
cities in all parts of the country. Last 
year exhibitions of several hundred 
paintings were sent to Aurora; Il; 
Nashville and Memphis, Tenn.; Hous- 
ton; Texas; Atlanta, Ga.; Norfolk, 
Va. « All of these exhibitions were suc- 
cessful, -In Nashville, where the ex- 
hibit was shown in the beautiful re- 
production of the Pantheon, 15,000 
people passed through the galleries in 
one day. Jt was necessary to call 
police reserves to ‘keep the crowd in 
line. In Houston, $80,000 worth of 
pictures and statuary was sold in two 
weeks, Other “experiences no less in- 
teresting occurred in other cities, ‘Does 
this not argue that American appre-~ 
ciation is not limited to the movies? 

The artiof America is in its infancy. 
Comparison, to be just, must be with 
the present art of Europe, not with 
the work of past ages. We need. not 
apologize for the work -of living 
American artists, I challenge com- 
parison with any country in Europe. 
There are great artists in each coun- 
try, but the average of American art 
is today as high as in any country in 
the world. ‘I do not. make this state- 
ment in. a boastful spirit, but because 
so many of us ve that anything | 4 
artistic to be t must be im- 
ported.

That they were so baffling, that they i 
constantly mocked his efforte, acted as 
a spur to his convinced mind. He felt 
that, armed with science, he could 
ask his own material, plain pigment,

looked deeply and saw clearly. He 
placed his colors in a relation that 
would give, he thought, the subtler 
aspects of objects seen through atmos- 
phere and played upon by light, seen 
through constantly .moving air and 
played upon by constantly changing 
sunlight. It was this movement from 
j-which nothing, in nature could escape 
that he followed unceasingly. Of course 
his goal was beyond his reach, beyond 
the reach of any one; but the stub- 
born splendor of his battle for his idea 
places him among the masters for 
whom there c:-. be no death. 

‘He was born in 1840 and he was 
long enough old to have a number of 
partial biographies appear.

Geffroy to belong to this primeval 
coast more truly than to any city. 
His life as an artist began early. 
‘At 16 he was in Paris, drawing from 
the figure, visiting the exhibitions and 
forming his young opinions with, on 
the whole, moe accuracy than error. 
In a letter to his friend Boudin dur- 
ing his first Paris year he describes 
an exhibition of ‘‘moderns’’ that in- 
cluded the school of 1830 and proved 
French art less sunk in decadence 
than it was said to be. But Troyon, 
he said, could not hold his own with 
the others.. Three years later he had 
changed some of his opinions, Troyon 
‘was quite different, had given him, 
carefully considered advice, had made} 
him feel something of his importance 
as an artist actually about to arrive. 
Troyon has become ‘‘superb,’’ ‘‘mar-_ 
velous,’’ ‘‘magnificcnt.’’ Nevertheless, 
even under the stimulus of an older 
man’s flattering attention, the little 
Monet kept his detachment, when it. 
came to his own Promethean purpose, |

He lost interest in line as line. He 
never lost interest in or forgot the im- 
portance of boundaries and directions. 
He worked with mass, and the edges 
of his masses were crumbled and bro- 
ken under the attack of direct sun- 
light.- The dance of ephemeral gleams 
of this sunlight across the surface of 
an object enveloped in atmosphere was 
his constant preoccupation. This led 
even his most ardent admirers to ig- 
nore the solidity of the objects over 
which dance these gleams continually 
passing and returning. This solidity 
he himself never ignored. 

‘Probably no artist of Monet's men- 
| tal force and penetration could, what- 
ever his immediate aim, ignore funda- 
mental conditions in his subject; but 
‘there is no indication in his work as 
we see it today that he had any idea 
of doing this. The Cathedral of Rouen, 
which inspired one writer to refer to 
Monet's “imponderable technique’ as 
disengaging form from all the fetters 
of weight, volume and substance and 


substantial mobility of the waves of 
light lapping over them—this Rouen 
cathedral, in its actuality, rises ponder- 
able and rugged in spite of the airy 
decoration of its facade and the elabo- 
rate carving of its portals. Monet has 
thrown over the great edifice the ca- 
ressing drapery of sunlit atmosphere, 
but the massive forms beneath wear 
this as a muscular corypheus the bal- 
let tarlatan, no more imperiled by it 
than is the original structure by its 
ornament. 

In color, too, the paintings of Monet 
have, to the modern vision, little of 
what his contemporaries found star- 
tling brillilancy. Although high in key 
and. composed, in: the later examples, 
of pure colors juxtaposed, they have 
none of the pyrotechnic fire of Turn- 
er’s work. Something of French mod- 
eration stepped in to resolve the ardors 
of full noonday or blazing sunset into 
a light easily to be borne by human 
eyes. Subtle as their vibration seems,

The Standard Oil Company of New, 
York is the “dominating oil marketing | 
agent throughout the Orient,” and it 
is the principal agent in Greece, Tur- 
key and the Balkans. It has a large 
storage and. distribution: plant at 
Athens. ‘Its sales in India are grow- 
ing steadily. It is one of the five 
American companies in the Iraq con- 
cession, covering the oil of the Mosul 
fields, It has a great plant at Yoko- 
hama. And last July it bought 15,000 
tons of kerosene from the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. 

Meanwhile the Standard: Oil Com- 
pany of California controls 900,000 
acres of oil lands in Colombia, the 
Argentine, Ecuador, Venezuela and 
Mexico. It is organizing a distribu- 
tion service throughout Mexico, The 
Standard Oil Company of\ Indiana, 
through subsidiary corporations—one 
of them lately bought from Edward 
L. Doheny—is interested in oil lands 
in Colombia, Mexico, New Guinea and 
Venezuela. The Vacuum Oil Com- 
influential in Egypt and the 
Levant, has entered into a contract 
with the Russian Government to pur- 
chase a minimum of 130,000 tons of 


keresene in the next two years. And 
the Vacuum is negotiating for shares 
in thé coal mines of Lower Austria. 
All of which gives a scant, but au- 
thentic, picture of American oil dol-

Consider also telephones and radios. 
Here is the International Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, closely affil- 
iated- ‘with the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. It is one of 
those latest developments of. super- 
finance—a holding and a managing 
company. It not only holds the shares 
of the subsidiary corporations, but ‘it 
sends out managers, engineers, ac- 
countants, experts of all kinds to 
operate or help to operate them. This 
company has, through a subsidiary, 
taken over the whole telephoné service 
of Spain from the Spanish Govern- 
ment, where it is introducing the dial 
system.-. After twenty years the Gov- 
ernment may take it back by paying 
a premium of 15 per cent. The com- 
pany owns the Thompson-Houston 
telephone equipment plants of France, 
employing 2,200 operatives. This 
plant supplies much of the equipment 
for the French telephone system. 

The International also operates the 
foreign Business of the Western Elec- 





tric Company through another subsid- 





fary, with manufacturing plants in 


England, Belgium, France, Spain, 
Italy, Japan, China, Australia and 
South America, employing 1%, 000

It controls the 
telephone systems of Cuba and Porto 
Rica and. owns the Mexican Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. Rumors per- 
sist that it is negotiating for the Gov- 
ernment telephone systems of various‘ 
other European countries—particularly 
France, Belgium and Italy. It recently 
sold $20,000,000 of equipment to the 
Italian Government.

Meanwhile the Radio Corporation of. 
America operates the American end of 


-radio -servicés in England, Norway, 


France, Germany, Sweden, Italy, Po- 
land, Holland, Japan, the Argentine 
and the Dutch East Indies. Through a 
subsidiary, the Federal ‘Telegraph. 
Company, it is .developing the radio 
possibilities of China. 

Here is the Foundation Company, 
which has sent sand hogs: down to 
blast and burrow for the underpinning 
of many of the skyscrapers of down- 
town New.

It operates in four- 
teen foreign countries. 

It is banker as well as engineer. It 
lends .the Peruvian Government 
$15,000,000, taking bonds’ in exchange, 
and then builds public works in Peru, 
being paid therefor by its own: money: 
It does the same thing for the Gov- 
ernment of Greece, amounting to 
$2,500,000 for drainage work in Mace- 
donia.

the talent; it is the art of exploiting 
other people’s talent. It is the art of 
taking advantage of the business ig- 
norance or incapacity of the individual 
man of talent, getting hold of him and 
practically enslaving him, giving him 
énough to livé on and taking all the 
rest for yourself. 

There are two sorts there; there is 
the organizing talent, and there is the 
disciplining talent. There ‘are some 
people who, either from force of char- 

acter.or from a complete indifference 
to making themselves: very disagree- 
able, are able to intimidate other 
people, able to. keep discipline and get 
| orders obeyed. They do not get quite 


| such high prices because. they are. a 


little commoner than .the organizers. 
But these organizing. people, simply 
because they have a monopoly of this 
particular kind of talent that you call 
business talent—which does not really 
imply great moral qualities or great 
‘political qualities—a man has it in 
such a degree that he can pile millions 
on millions—you may infer that that 
man has an intellect and  elatlenae 
like that of Mr. Wells. 

That is a tremendous mistake, . Mr. 
Clissold, in the book, was a little like 
Mr. Wells occasionally; I think you 
will admit that; but, some way or 
other, the &ctual Clissold with whom 
you meet in the general theatre of 
life, is rather deficient in that way. 
To be quite frank, one of the tasks 
we have before us is to rescue our- 
| selves from the tyranny of the monop- 
oly that these people have got of. that 
particuar kind of talent. 

There is another great. difficulty’ in 
doing that. Very much abler men 
‘than they are, serve their country in 
the army and the navy, in the civil 
service and jn the Government. But 
these gentlemen are practically in- 
satiable: What is more, they do net 
understand their own silly -business in 
a political sense.’ 


The Employer in the ola ‘System. 


Take now, for exaniple. the man 
who is rally master of the modern 
situation, and that is the financier. In 
‘the nineteenth century, the American 
economic man, John Walker, wrote a 
study of the industrial situation, and 
he said the empléyer was unquestion- 


\- ably. the master of it: and that was 


so. The employer was the man who 
organized labor, without whom all the 
other classes were entirely helpless. 
The employer turned to the landlord, 

on the one hand, the helpless land- 
lord; he turned to the helpless capital- 
ist, on the other, and he said to the 
landlord: “You have got a lot of land, 

and you do not know how to make a 
farthing out of it; hand your land over 
to me, and I will pay you so much.” 
He said to the capitalist: “You do 
not know how to employ that capital 
industriously”; and the capitalist. said: 

“Certainly not: I am a gentleman, I} 
am not a trader.” The employer) said: 

“Very well, give me your capital, I 
will use it, and pay you so'much.”~ In 
the same way he ‘said to the laborer:: 
“I will pay for. ‘your ‘labor, I will pay 
you a living wage, and organize your 
labor so that plenty of — can be 
made out of it.” :

" in the needle trades is drawing 

to a climax. A drama, vivid, 
: compelling, sinister and fraught 
with tragedy, is moving to a swift 
dénouement. Nearly 150,000° workers 
in the New York needle trades, who, 
with their families, constitute thrée- 
@uarters of a million souls, are awailt- 
ing the outcome of the’ struggle be- 
tween the combined Left Wing and 
Communist leaders and the anti- 
Communists. 

Beyond the ranks of the New York 
needle trades workers are the hun- 
dreds of thousands of trade unionists 
in needle trade organizations in other 
cities. Their eyes are turned toward 
New York. The circle of interest is 
much’ broader, however. It includes 
the entire labor movement of the 
United States, as exemplified by the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
non-A. F. of L. unions and the anti- 
Federation unions in this country. 
That the leaders of the Communist 
International and the Red Trade Union 
International are interested in the sit- 
uation is evident. 

The struggle, which began when the 
85,000 mernibers of the International 
Ladies’ Garment ‘Workers’ Union 
stopped .work. on July. 1 last, is no 
ordinary strike. To the- newspaper) 
reader the strike appears “just an- 
other move for higher wages and 
shorter. hours.” It is more. Behind 
the facade of demands, propaganda 
and counter-propaganda two principles 
of trade union tactics have come. to 
grips. The American Federation of 
Labor's principle of. peaceful settle- 
ments of disputes wherever possible 
and cooperation in industry between 
employer and employe is being op- 
posed by -the weapon of the general 
strike and the principle of “no class 
collaboration,” as advocated in 
Moscow. 


Five Unions Represented. 


There are approximately 150,000 
workers employed in the needle trades 
in New York. They have member- 
ship principally in five unions, the 
International Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers of America, the Fur 
Workers’ Union, the Cloth Hat and 
Cap Makers, the Millinery Workers’ 
International Union and the Pocket- 
book Workers’ Union. Each has had 
its tusslé with communism. Vigorous 
action in the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers reduced the Left Wing and 
Communist influence to impotence. It 
is a negligible element in the Hat, Cap 
and Millinery Workers’ Union and in 
the pocketbook ‘workers’. organiza- 
tion. At present it is strongest in 
New. York in the Joint Board of Fur- 
riers, controlling 10,000 fur workers. 
It is in the Cloakmakers’ Union, how- 
ever, that the struggle bas become 
most dramatic. 

The Bolghevist seizure of power. in 
Russia {n 1917 was followed with 
manifestations of. sympathy in the 
New York needle trades. At that time 
the needle workers here favored the. 
Soviet program as a step toward the 
fulfillment of the radical program in 
the United States. Many were grad- 
ually estranged by the excesses in 
Russia, The 1921 depression in the 
néedle trades was seized. upon by the. 
local Communists, who blamed the 
more. conservative leaders mm the sit- 
uation. , 

Two years ago Governor Smith 
averted a strike of 85,000 cloakmak- 
ers by having all factors. agree to — 
appointment of a commission to 
a thorough - investigation of the in- 
dustry. . The policy. of Morris Sigman, 
President of the International Ladies’ 
Garment. Workers’ Union, was aimed 
to make the jobbers responsible for 
labor conditions in the industry. The 
latter employ-no labor, but supply 
materials to submanufacturers who 
make up garments on order. Union, 
submanufacturers and “‘inside manu- 
facturers,” with shops of their own,,. 
place the blame for demoralization of 
the industry on the shoulders of the 


jobbers, who maintain that since ney 


“employ no labor directly they canno 
be responsible for labor conditions,

ADIO fell out of the nest of 
scie...e twenty-five Years ago at 
Poldhu, Cornwall, on the 
southwest tip of England, and 
fluttered across the sea carrying the 
first transatlantic ethereal signal to 
Guglielmo Marconi, who was listening 
in. on the coast of Newfoundland on 
Dec. 12, 1901. Marconi had sailed from 
England late in November that year 
and on Dec. 6 had landed at St. Johns, 
N.. F., accompanied by two assistants, ’ 

Immediately these pioneers had ber 
gun to install their wireless instru- 
ments in: the old barracks of Signal 
Hill, whith stood .at the mouth of the 
harbor, a mile and a half from St. 
John’s. Little publicity accompanied 
Marconi’s grtival, but reports had been 
circulated that he. would attempt to 
communicate with transatlantic ships 
as they passed about 300 miles off the 
Grand Banks. As restrained in his 
statements as he is: brilliant:in his in- 
ventions, he always knew what he 
could do, but was vary careful in ré- 
marking upon what he might do. 

On Dec. 10, four days after landing 
at: St. Johns, Marconi sent up a nine- 
foot hexagonal kite with bamboo frame 
and silk covering. The kite did not 
get far into the air when the strong 
wind snapped the wire and the kite 
blew out to sea. A fourteen foot hy-. 
drogen balloon was -then sent aloft, 
but the antenna wire broke away and 


freed to drift off into the heavy haze 
that hovered over the sea. | 
The Momentous Day. 


Then came on Dec, 12 a blustery, 
raw day, but important. in the annals 
©! of wireless, On this eventful morning 
Marconi. trusted another kite. to the 
Canadian breeze and it was carried to 
an elevation of about 400 feet. The 
ak covered frame d the antenna 
wire firmly as it poised in: the upper 
strata of the air. 

Before leaving the British wine: Mar- 
coni had given instructions to. the 
operators at Poldhu to send the let- 
ter “‘S,’’ at a fixed time each day, 
begianing as soon as word was re- 
ceived that St. Johns was ready to 
listen. He cabled for the tests. to 
being at 11:30 A. M. and to con-

/@on or Paris, the slum problem be- 
comes acute. New York, determined 
to grapple adequately with its own 
situation, has been studying the ex- 
perience of other cities. From London, : 
particularly, it may be able to learn 
‘much. 

England, which originated laissez 
faire as a convenient’creed for the 
pioneer of an age of iron and steam, 
has reaped a long and bitter harvest 
of slums. The slums of London be- 
came a byword. They drew Jack 
London to his namesake city to write 
“The People of the Abyss.” Wherever 
English is spoken “Like a London 
slum” became a descriptive phrase. 

‘Slums cannot be abolished by act of 
Parliament, but legislation is a neces- 
sary preliminary to that vigorous ad- 
ministrative action. which in London 
has proved the sovereign remedy. The 
Houses of the Working Classes act of 
1890 was, and still is, the “housing 
charter” of London and the country. 
It gives the London County Council 
power to clear large insanitary areas 
while small ones may be treated either 
by the council or by metropolitan 
borough councils. Whether new houses 
are to be built rests with the Minister 
of Health. Either the council or the 
metropolitan borough councils may 
buy land. or erect. houses.thereon. 


Local Authorities Restricted. 


-Experience has shown that the act 
fails in one radical respect. Local 
authorities are allowed to acquire in-. 
sanitary areas only to pull down the 
existing houses and build others in 
their place. Private enterprise is free 
to acquire the same class of property 
solely for reconditioning purposes. 
Experience has shown that this far 
-less costly, process can in some cases 
be made to pay its own way, which is 
more than can be said, since the war, 
for any other method of treatment. A 
new act to give local authorities such 
power will probably be introduced next 
year. ° | 

The much criticized Housing act, 
passed by the Lloyd George coalition 
Government in 1919, did oné great 
thing for slum reform. Before its 
passage neither did the State con-

The greatest definite legislative ad- 


vance ever made by any publſe au- 
thority toward slum clearance in 
London was the agreement’ made by 
the London County Council ‘with: the 
Minister of Health in 1923. Under ‘it 
the Government contracted té pay 
pound for pound with the Council to 
a total annugl loss of $500,000, A pro- 
gram designed to begin immediately 
and to continue for sixty years was 
based upon it. ~ 

' For a decade. after the passing of 
the Housing of the Working. Classes 
act in 1890, such housés as were built 
for the London poor were the fruit 
almost entirely of private enterprise. 
After that date the source proved in- 
adequate. Since the war not only 
has the private builder practically 
disappeared from the.picture but the 
Council itself has had to call upon 
the assistance of the Government. |

MAINE ICE TO B 


E BROKEN 


FOR HARDY WINTER FISHERS 





— Assigns the Kickaboo to Clear 
Harbors for Young Captains Courageous 


HE Government ice-breaker Kick- ‘\ 

apoo has been assigned to duty 

along the Maine coast this Win- 
ter, with probable headquarters at 
Rockland, in Penobscot Bay. The 
new craft has a steel-encased stem and 
is protected in other ways which adapt 
her to the rugged work of keeping 
such harbors as may be desired open 
to navigation. 

Some years there is almost no ee 
along Maine’s coast, but about every 
third or fourth season ice seals the 
harbors and ties up navigation. Feb- 
ruary is the worst ice month. The. 
embargo lasts not more than a few 
weeks. Portland has never been closed 
to navigation, but about every point to 
the eastward has its occasional; 
. troubles. 

In ‘the past cutters, towboats and 
miscellaneous large power craft have 
bee called upon to pick the ice lock. 
As a result, more than one good wood- 
en vessel has received a ruinous 
straining. The demand for an. ice- 
breaker has grown out of changing 
‘ conditions. Formerly all the small 
fisher boats hauled out not later than 
Thanksgiving; fishing in: a small open 
sailboat was too much of a risk in 
Winter. I'he fishermen either signed 
ep on tne bank schooners or sought 
oceupation ashore until Spring. 

Now, however, marine motors have 
become about as reliable as steam. 
The owner of a 25 to 35 foot power 
craft can fish during the period of 
hard weather. At Kennebunkport and 
Cape Porpoise a dozen lobstermen and 
trawlers will fish through until Spring 
unless an unusually low temperature 
freezes up their little hole-in-the-wall 
harbors, the entrances of which are 
. too hazardous for a sizeable ice-brgak-

Winter fishing is not a game for the 
older men. They -avow that in the 
long run those who attempt it will be 
the losers. Its exactions silver the 
hair and stamp fine wrinkles around 
ihe eyes. Sturdy striplings are meta-

sudden squalls that develop into, howl- 
ing gales. In their hurried sprints for 
home they ae often obliged to leave 
gear behind. Loss of trawls and lob- 
ster rots is likely to cost all the 
profits of a hitherto lucrative season.

Wuat Has Been Done. 


There are no slums in London today 
in that sense, and every year sees 
fewer and feWer of any sort. Since 
1876 ‘over 100 acres of insahitary 
property have been cleared and new 
accommodation provided thereon or in 
other areas for 50,000 slum dwellers 
thus displaced. This might be de- 
scribed as slum surgery—the removal 
of diseased tissue and its replacement 
by healthier growths. A great work 
has also been accomplished in what 
might be called preventive hygidte— 
in other. words, the provision of suf- 
ficient housing accommodation to pre- 
vent that congestion which is one of 
the main causes of the growth of 
slums. 

Since 1919 the London County Coun- 
oil has undertaken and partly com- 
pleted schemes far the.clearance of 
ninety-two acres of slums, which will 


displace 25,245 persons, rehousing 18, 
150 of them within the Same areas and 

5,089-elsewhere. The. cost of clearance 
and roadwork will be £1,145,200 and 
the cost of rehousing will be about 
£2,000,000. - Under this scheme éigh- 
teen blocks of tenements and seventy- 
two three-story cottage flats, to ac- 
commodate. 6,000 persons, have 
already been built. — 

Up to March 31, 1926, the capital 
expenditure on all dwellings and 


estates; 
healthy areas and advances toward’ 
the provision of houses by private en- 
terprise, was £20,384,000. Accomoda- 
tion for 142,000 persons has been pro+ 
vided under both slym clearance and’ 
building schemes in 22,085 tenements 
and cottages and three lodging houses 
with 1,880 cubicles, the prewar and 
postwar dwellings being 9,985 and 12,- 
896 respectively. When all schemes | 
now in hand or contemplated are 
carried out the Council’s estates will 
accommodate 250,000 people. 


‘The ihistory of London slum removal: 
has .been largely the history of. the 
London County Council. Here is the 
story as the Council itself tells it: 
‘‘The London County Council’s am- 
bition is a healthy mind and a healthy 
body. for every -Londoner. The Coun- 
cil, then, clears away slums and 
builds new houses for the poor so that 
they may have an equal chance with 
their neighbors for a healthy, happy 
life: These two branches of the work 
must keep pace. It is of little use to 
clear slums if the persons displaced 
are forced into other quarters already 
fully occupied. If new accommoda-~ 
tion is not provided; new slums will 
‘at once be created—perhaps in thé 
next street or the same neighborhood.

ARE IN OR OUT! 
STIRS UP A SARTORIAL DEBATE 
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Despite London’s Adviee, New York Approves 
Them, White, of Course, Excepted 


HETHER 4&pats have gone out 
W’ of: fashion is the question that 
is Just now causing agitation In 
the sartorial realm. Debate has been 
stirred anew by a cable from London, 
taken from a journal of men’s fash- 
ions, that the spat is’ ‘doomed. Haber- 
dashers assert that there ‘must be 
somes mistake: Aré they not giving 
space to spats in all their, show win- 
dows? gi 

‘Spats, ‘spats?”* they ask. - “we 
have never sold so many spats in any 
season. - Perhaps. you mean white 
spats? That kind of spat is out, to be 
sure, but Yawn’ spats and weathered 
stone spats and ‘brown spats. are 
quite in’ style, ‘When it is said that 
at the King’s garden party some Aus- 
tralian diplomat and a lot-of Ameri- |} 
cans “scrapped their spats and left 
them’ under the hedges, one must re- 
member that ‘spate are worn in in- } 
‘clement weather, usually, and of 
course would not be exactly in ‘the 
mode ‘for such an occasion. A white 
spat is es much out of place at pres- 
ent asa white elephant, for as spats 
are made to receive splashes of nrud, 
if any, it would not be in good taste 
to have them in‘ colors which would 
show the. slightest, soil.” 

To take the field Asainst —8 is 
to assail an old and. respected insti- 
tution. Nobody can tell: who put on 
the ‘first spat, but spats, or at least 
certain ancestors of the spat, were 
worn several thousand years ago at 
the ancient city of Persepolis. That 
place: was destroyed by Alexander the 
Great, whose rude goldiery may have 
disapproved of/the dAndified dress of 
the inhabitants. Thesé spats were 
strips of leather, attached to the 
sandals so as to form a kind of pro- 
tection’ for. the ankle. 


Problem of Low. Shoes. 


‘The original shoe was more like. 
an Oxford tie than the high boots. or 
Jaced sho¢s of. today, As more low 
cut. shoes are worn by men than ever 
before, it is asserted hy some author- 
ities that the spat can never pass 
away as an article of polite wear. 
Formerly, to shield the *stockinged 
feet from chill,’ a cloth shield bute 
toned at the side and kept from rid- 
ing up by means of a strap passing 
under the arch of the foot. was em⸗ 
ployed .in many European countries, 
These were also called gaiters or spat. 
terdashes, 

Fashion has, decreed these gaiters 
for several. centuries. as a mark of 
rea] style, . Masters of elegance in 
the Georgian era, such as Beau Brum- 
mel, pinned their faith: to.gaiters and 
to Spats, believing they gave just’ the 
right finish and added a certain filip 
of tdshion which could be obtained 
in no other way.

DUCATORS whose careers were 
ended a quarter of a century 
‘or more ago and whose names 
are found now only in musty 
reports and graven on tombs may be 
looking. down with amazement from 
that -heaven to which .good ‘teachers 
go upon the modern school of. the 
America of 1926. , Well they may logk 
with amazement, for the public school 
of today differs as much from that of 
1890 as communication, transporta- 
tion, industry and surgery, as carried 
on today, differ from their typical 
manifestations © and practices of 
twenty-five or thirty years ago. This 
is to say that education, too; has felt 
the quickening influencé of the scien- 
tific spirit. 

Education methods then consisted 
of doing the same thing in the 6 
way. Children were supposed to sit 
quietly in schoolrooms and absorb 
@ prescribed mass of facts. Initiatives 
on the‘ part of boys and girls which 
went beyond the prescribed mass was 
likely to prove uncomfortable to 
teacher and pupil alike; consequently 
it was not encouraged. The outstand- 
ing procedure of the schoolroom was 
that of question and answer. In too 
many instances (and this is true 
enough. today) the teacher was re- 
garded as the most: important person 
in the room. Form: was sacred. 

But since education came under the 
influence of the scientific spirit we 
have seen‘ some striking tendencies 
changing the whole: character of pub- 
lic education—tengénties leading from 
dependence to initiative, from question 
and answer to laboratory and experi- 
ment, from the teacher to the child, 
from form to-spirit.. This process has 
been marked, as the urbanization of 
America has continued, by shifting 
more,and more responsibility from thé 
home to the school. : 
this period of a quarter century, has 


made the old school as antiquated and | 
out of place in enlightened communi- 


ties as a horse and carriage on Fifth 
Avenue. 
Present Objectives. 


To obtain an ‘idea, of what leading | 


educators are thinking today : about 
the objectives and methods of educa- 
‘tion, let us look-at a few sentences 
from a recent ,monograph from the 
University of Chicago Press, “Curricu- 
lum Investigation,” by Franklin Bob- 


bitt and others: . 

Civilization is a system of activi- 
ties. 

Whether savage or civilized, man 
is concerned with matters of food, 
shelter, physical protection, decora- 
tion, travel, communication, social 
adjustment. social control, play, 
—— family life, religion and the 
k 
Civilization has been a process of 
inventing and using improved, and 
usually enlarged, methods of cafry- 
ine on the activities of life. 

Matters are not different today, 
except that at present one’s vision 
of the world of reality must be im- 
measurably wider in order to deal 
with the more complicated -situa- 
tions, appliances and processes. * * * 
‘ The business of educatioh today is 
to teach the growing individuals, so 
far as their original natures will per- 

‘ mit, to perform efficiently those 
activities which constitute the latest 
and highest level of civilization. 

There are many levels of natural 
ability, however. At the bottom are 
those so low that the individuals 
cannot, advance more than. one- 
tenth the way up .the scale of 
civilizatfon’s performance. They can 
advance to a level highforthem. * * * 

Education’s task is. to find those 
persons among this low-ability group 
who come nearest to living life as 
his group can be expected to live 
4t. They exhibit the patterns of 
conduct—high for them—which Can, 
with the necessary variations, be 
the objectives for all in this 
group. 

In the same way, each ability 
group is to perform the processes 
that are high for that group. * * * 

We can thus think of the levels 
of civilization as a spiral, the weak- 
est group achieving at its best only 
the lowest turn, the next group 
achieving the’second level, and so on 
up to the strongest group, which 
attains the highest level. 

They Learn by Doing. 

‘During the past year the tendency 
to utilize activities has been pro- 
mounced, more pronounced, probably, 
than any other trend in the field of 
public education. In history, civics, 
geography, language, hygiene, nature 
study, .spelling, reading, indeed, in 
nearly every subject of the curricu- 
lum from kindergarten through high 
school, children are learnfhg by doing 
things. In this process there is in- 
volved, of course, considerable study- 
rape about things, but the doing is pri- 


——— to read, for example, is in 
some schools very much an activity. 
There are pictures to be cut out, 
painted and pasted and identifying 
words to be associated with them. In- 
genious devices are utilized to cause 
the child to associate the word hat or 
cat with the picture of the hat-or cat 
he cuts out and.pastes. Such processes 

e far more interesting to the. child 
t the ancient routine of memoriz- 
ing Jéetters; also, they are far more 
effective, for they are enabling chil-. 
dren to learn to read better and in

Courses in Activities.

In these we 
see topical outlines and logical ar- 
rangements giving way to the setting 
forth of* programs of possible activ- 
ities by pupils, together with explana- 
tory records of actual schoolroom hap- 
penings, arranged in psychological 
order. 

We are witnessing, too, thé incor- 
poration in the curriculum of many of 
the extracurricular activities, such as 
the writing and publishing of the 
school ‘magazine or newspaper, public 
speaking, dramatics and others. This 
process affords further testimony of

» This stage has not yet been reached 
here, What did not happen at.Geneva 
is probably as suggestive for the in- 
terpretation of. Franco-German rela- 
,tiong as what did happen. At this in- 
‘ternational meeting of war veterans 
it was proposed that the French and 
German delegations should hold a ban- 
quet together; but the French; group 
voted almoat unanimously against it. 
So M. Chatenet and Dr, Rossmann 
lunched together instead, and dis- 
cussed means of supplementing the 
conciliatory work of M, Briand and 
Herr Stresemann. 


Briand’s Statement to the Germans. 


“Our nations need give no further 
proof of their strength or heroism,” 
said M. Briand, addressing the Ger- 
man delegation in the League of Na- 
tions. “Both have shown their prow- 
ess on the battlefield, and both have: 
reaped an. ample harvest of military 
glory. Henceforth they may seek 
laurels in other fields.” French and 
German veterans. may meet as; indi-. i porcelain dogs. 
viduals, as soldiers respecting one an⸗ 
other, and many doubtless’ are ready} 
to support heartily the Locarno Treaty : 
and the principle of the Thotry- con- 
versation. But the day when they 
may feel disposed to assemble in a sort 
of collective comradeship upen the 
battlefield of the Marne, as the vet- 
erans of the Blue and the Gray gath- 
ered at Gettysburg, has not yet ar- 
rived. 

This incident at Geneva may be 
taken as indicative of the’ advance, 
and of the difficulties, of a genuine 
rapprochement between France and

The situation in China is critical, but 
more hopeful than it has been for‘ten 
years or longer. That is not the im- 
pression conveyed by most of the re- 
cent news dispatches that have come 
from China, for which there may be 
@ reason. In contrast with these dis- 
patches, such letters as the following 
from correspondents in various parts 
of China are noteworthy. This ex- 
tract is from a letter dated Nov, 2, 
from a competent observer residing in 
Nanking: 

“IT cannot see any adequate reason 
for being discouraged about China, or 
about the work of Christian missions 
fm China at the present time. Wnile 
it is true that there has been con- 
siderable fighting in certain parts of 
China this last Summer and early 
Fall, -all other parts of China have 
been very peaceful and the farmers 
generally have harvested one of the 
best crops they have had in a number 
of years. 

“I do not find, except here and 


there, any note of pessimism, and most: 


people who have any touch with’ the 
’ situation at all are decidedly optimis- 
tic. One factor that too many people 
lose sight of is the rank and file of 
Chinese—the farmers, the artisans, 
the merchants and the Jiterary class. 
There may be a number of years more 
of fighting (probably there will be), 
but in spite of the wars of the last 
seven or eight years China’s trade has 
increased, nationalistic consciousness 
has been deyéloped, public opinion on 
State matters is being crystalized, 
and not in the last ten years have the 
more thoughtful elements in the Chi- 
mese population been more hopeful 
over the happy outcome of the pres- 
ent political difficulties,’’ 

The official reports of the Customs 
Revenue continue to show an annual 
increase. Foreign trade is growing. 
Some people in China must be pros- 
pering. Can it be that the tales of 
woe that come from the treaty ports 
@re due to the fact that the process of 
eliminating the foreign middleman has 
begun, and that the Chinese are them- 
gelves taking over the trade with other 
countries? If so, the American and 
European manufacturers who have 
real goods to sell need not worry. 

The recently published report. of the 
Commission on Extraterritoriality rep- 
resents @ great achievement, The 
American Chairman, Mr. Strawn, de- 
serves much credit in having obtained 
the unanimous agreement of so many 
powers on constructive proposals. 
Unfortunately, the report comes five 
years too late. Dilatoriness and 
hesitancy and. failure to understand 
developing public opinion in China 
have combined for a number of years 
to make the policy of Western powers 
in their relations with China ineffec- 
tive or obstructive. 

The dispatches of the last two or 


| ritorial jurisdiction, regarding which 
the commission recommends pro- 
gressive abolition, ‘would it not be 
advisable for the powers to declare im- 
mediately that such jurisdiction will 
not be claimed outside the open ports, 
and even there only by such powers 
as have appointed consuls with judi- 
cial responsibilities, thus having made 
due provision for the exercise of such 
jurisdiction? Other steps that might 
be taken immediately will be read@jly 
suggested as soon as the willingness 
to move forward is apparent. The 
Western powers are called upon to 
deal not merely with the logic of the 
situation but with an “oppression 
psychosis” of the Chinese people. For 
the good of trade; for the sake.of har- 
monious relations, for the benefit of 
China herself, some imaginative 
statesmanship is needed, that will deat 
with the realities of the situation and 
not merely with some of its symptoms. 
In one of the special articles in THE 
Times last Sunday the statement was 
made: “The influence of the West, to 
be sure, and of Christianity in par- 
ticular, is so seriously threatened as 
to appear to be almost 
Nothing could be more untrue. The 
students of China are eager to come 
to the West in ever-increasing num- 
bers. The schools in China that teach

In the Magazine Section of THe 
TIMES there appeared recently an arti- 
cle headed “Sire of the Skyscraper,” 
which states: ‘‘In 1888, when New 
York’s highest building, an apartment 
house, was fourteen stories, and there 
wag not anywhere on the face of the 
earth a building of steel frame work 
construction, L, S, Buffington, Min- 
neapolis architect, took out patents in 
America, Great Britain, Germany and 
Franee for a twenty-eight-story office 
building, having a continuous skeleton 
of metal and a covering of veneer, 
Buffington had patented the sky-~- 
scraper.” 


Furthér on in this article it states, 
“By the Winter of 1883 Mr. Buffing- 
ton had drawn complete plans of the 
interior construction of a steel frame- 
work building and had appiied for a

In the Magazine Section of Tus

At the same 
time, aecording to reports, the s 
caused a gulch to be filled and saved 
the expense of building a bridge, 
While it is sufficiently rare for @ 
mountain to move at all, it is re- 
garded as even more rare for any 
good to result from the movement, 

Geologists and scientists haye often 
tried te give specific reasons for. the 
cause of this action; but as none of 
the shifting mountaing have contained 
deposite that ‘warranted working on 
them, no absolufe data have been ob- 
tained, , 

- Theories Advanced. 

One explanation offered is that the 
moving mountain becomes topheayy, 
due to rains or water seepage, with the 


layers loosen and are unable to hold 
the heavier upper layers, This results. 
in the sliding of the top to a lower and 
more secure position,

ment Geolegical Survey scientists pyt 
forth another explanation.

“grew,” or ageended, and over a layer 
of sandstone there spread a thick layer 
of clay, ferming the contour of the 
mountain. Throughoyt the ages bits 
of the clay wash away, until a large 
part of it loosens and slides down the 
side to a more secure position. This 
might be termed a landslide, but some-

Professor Charies. P. Berkey, head 
of the Department of Geology and 
Mineralogy at Columbia University, 
says he is inclined to explain most 
oceurrences of so-called moving 
mountains as seme form of landslide, 

“Pypical landslides take place sud- 
denly and are not readily mistaken,” 
he explained. “Movements that are 
siow, especially in cases where the 
mass that is moving does not wholly 
separate itself from original surround- 
ings, but slumps dew more gradu- 
ally, are more inexplicable. It is not 
the whole mountain that moves, but 
a portion of the mountainside, — 


How the Mountain Is Weakened. 


“The commonest causes of move- 
ment of this kind are: First, under- 
mining by streams, which gradually 
cut away the support of masses that 
lie on the mountainside; second, ex- 
[cessive soaking with water, as some- 
"times happens from a series of heavy 
rains, Thig serves to weaken or soften 
the support and allows the mass te 
slump or slide. 

“Formations with mueh clay are 
particularly suseeptible to this kind 
of action, and masses also that lie on 


-eomperatiyely steep slopes are more 


susceptible than others, The precess 
is not yery different in principle from 
the slides that took place in the 
Pename Canal in Culebra Cut, 
“Geologists understand that many 
mountain masses have been moved 
eensiderably in the course of moun-s 
tain-making, and it js only fair to

A prominent radio engihesr was/ — 


asked to advise a friend relative to 
the purchase of a radio receiver and 
he said: ‘‘That is a most. difficult as- 
signment, because what is ideal for 
one is not ideal for another. Further- 
more, there are many variable factors 
‘which govern the selection of a radio 
get, such as location, whether or not 
an indoor or outdoor antenna’ can be 
used, but the big factor is the pocket- 
book. Each individual must ‘decide 
first of all how much he wants to 
gpend and then look for a set at that 
price. Roughly, one might estimate 
that an expenditure upward of $125 
must be made to assure a complete in- 
stallation, which will tune sharply, 
give good tonal quality, operate easily 
and not require the attention of a 
service man every few days. 

‘‘A man buying a radio set should 
remember that no matter how fine a 
machine he purchases the results will 
be equivalent to cheap apparatus if he 
does not kcquire an excellent loud- 
speaker, otherwise the tone will be 
distorted. Along this same line a 
power tube should be used in the last 
audio amplifier socket, as it will great-. 
ly improve the tone — and) in- 
crease volume. 

‘‘There are plenty of reliable ® re-): 
ceivers on the market today for the 
Christmas trade, but I would advise 
to ‘shop early and avoid the rush.’ 
In many cases this season there is 
likely to be a ‘shortage of apparatus 
because manufacturers have learned 
from past experience that it is unwise 
to overproduce.’’ j 

The person desirous of hanging a 
radio present on the Christmas tree 
will find gifts galore in the accessory 
field, which will improve the average 
receiver by minimizing distortion, 
eliminating interference, or by in- 
creasing the distance range of the 
equipment. 

Many New Appliances. 

Consider, for example, the owner of 
@ five-tube outfit operated by ‘‘B’’ 
batteries, a storage ‘‘A’’ battery, and 
reproducing through a horn joud- 
speaker. There are ample new and 
useful appliances for this man. Per- 
haps he needs a new set of ‘‘B’’ bat- 
teries, or he might want a “‘B” elimi- 
nator, which dispenses with the dry 
cells and enables the use of’*the house 
lighting current as the source of 
supply. 

A trickle .charger would keep his 
storage battery: cdnstently charged. 
A power tube in the last audio stage 
would improve the tonal quality’ and 
give slightly more volume. An extra 
“Cc” and *'B’’ battery are required 
with such a tube, the voltage depend- 
ing upon the type of power tube se- 
lected. There is also a new detector 
on the market which is designed es- 
pecially for detection purposes, and it 
increases the distant range .and vol- 
ume ofthe signals. ‘It requires no 
extra batteries or attachments. There 
are several audio filter. devices which 
eliminate rattling noises caused by 
overloading the tubes, THis accessory 
is inexpensive,.‘generally costing less 
than $5. .Audio output transformers 
are comparatively new, as they  pro- 
tect the’ loud-speaker from injury 
caused by excess current when power 
tubes ars employed, thus improving 
reception. These instruments -cost 
about $6. Several concerns have in- 
4roduced a power switching relay for 
providing single switch control when 
light socket current supply devices are 
used or external super-power ampli- 
fiers. These instruments cost ap- 
proximately: $12. 

Manufacturers of cone loud-speak- 
ers are rushing production and several 
concerns are working’ nights to meet 
. the demand for this type of repro-° 
ducer, which seems destined to be a 
popular gift during the: holiday -sea- 
gon. The cone devices vary in size 
and price from approximately a foot 
to. thirty-six inches,..and from.$5 to 
$75. The average cone speaker will 
pell for about $30- 

The ‘*B’’ eliminators vary. in. size, 
some supp g 00 volts. maximum 
and o 35 volts. They range in 
price m $25 to $60. There are 
also combination ‘‘B’’ eliminators and 
power amplifiers, which produce tre- 
mendous volume. These instruments 
are more costly than the average “B” 

ator and they usually sell for 
about $100, complete with rectifying 
tube and power amplifier, which is a 
More powerful tube than the ordinary 
Power tube. ;

distance to the north may be inaudible. 
at the same distance from‘the west. 
An hour later this condition. maybe 
exactly reversed. For example, it has 


been found that the short-wave signals 


of Greenland expeditions: have been 


heard more consistently in the West- | 


ern and Middle Western sections of 
the United States than'in thé Eastern 
part of the country. This:.was. the 
case on the Greenland expedition last 
Summer, yet messages transmitted 
from New York daily were copied by 
the operator aboard the Effie Morris- 
sey, the expedition’s schooner. On the 
Byrd polar expedition, however,: the 


. radio signals from the S. S. Chantier 


were heard best in the Eastern part 


of the country, and stations in the 


East were also heard most clearly by 
the Chantier’s operator. 


. Conditions in New England. 

Another peculiar case of geograph- 
ical limitations in short-wave radio 
transmission. is New England. It is 
well. known among New York radio 
amé@teurs ‘that New England is seldom 
heard on 40 meters or lower at night; 
in fact, stations more than fifty miles 
north of New York are seldom heard 
after 8 P, M. on this wave length. In 
the few instances when they do come 
through they are barely audible. This 
is one instance of the “skipped dis- 
tance’’ theory, which has proved con- 
sistent, regardless of weather condi- 
tions. However, this theory has not 
proved consistent in any other direc- 
tion from New York. Stations to the 
south, for instance, can be heard 
at varying -distances, although they 
are irregular, depending largely on 
the weather. Signals from stations to 
the west are even more erratic, and 
amateurs can never tell how they will 
come in until night arrives. 

Weather variations, however, will 
quickly change the geographical limi- 
tations of short-wave radio transmis- 
sion. Ordinarily, for example, ama- 
teur stations in Florida are seldom 
heard in New York after. dark. Yet 
during the recent Florida disaster 
practically the only stations which 
could be heard in New York were 
those in Florida and near-by States. 
This was a particularly fortunate coin- 
cidence, in view of the fact that the 
land telegraph and telephone wires 
were down, and only through radio 
emateurs was the rest of the country 


‘able to Ect the news of the storm. 


Strange to relate, the Putnam Green- 
land expedition also reported on their 
return that the only stations they 
could hear at the time of the Florida 
storm were the amateurs from that 
locality and a few from California. 

With reference to weather conditions, 
it has been found.that short-wave 
radio differs from transmission at 200 
meters and above. A clear, cold night 
is usually excellent for music broad- 
cast reception, yet such weather is 
often bad for amateur reception, Many 
an amateur has risen from: his warm 
bed in the wee small hours of the 
morning only to-find that the clear, 
sparkling night brought him in noth- 
ins below 50 meters but a few locals. 

Fog Aids Transmission. 

On the other hand, very often foggy 
or drizzly nights prove to be the best 
sort of radio weather. The operator 
at 2NZ was ‘‘listening in’’ about 3:30 
A. M. recently and the air was ‘‘dead.”’ 
Not a radio transmitter could be 
heard. Alittle later a rainstorm beat 
against the windows, and at the same 
moment the New England stations be- 
gan to come in very loud, in spite of 
the fact that stations from that sec- 
tion are not usually heard at night in 
New York. The rain lasted for a few 
minutes and so did the reception from 
New England. 

Some nights the signals come in 
sharp and clear. At’ other times the

though from great distances. At times 
it is actually uncanny to listen to 
them; they sound like the voiees of lost 
spirits trying to force their way 
through the ether. These weird sig- 
nals are a sign of poor radio weather, 
and much difficulty is generally ex- 
perienced at such times in short-wave 
communication and in working distant 
stations. 

In-at least 80 per cent. of the cases 
good reception on low-wave lengths 
seems to be a one-way affair. For in- 
stance, when a New York station talks 
with a California station, if the former 
reports the latter’s signals as very 
strong, generally the other station re-

Signals Fade Without —— 


Signals from some parts of the coun- |

Distance does not seem 
to affect this fading, because, as men- 
tioned above, Australia and New Zea- 
land stations are among the most con- 
sistent heard in New York, while the 
near-by Middle West often fades. For 
instance, one night a New York oper- 
ator succeeded in establishing com- 


friend near Waterldo, Iowa. The call 
was answered by the brother of the 
person wanted, but by the time the 
latter reached the transmitter the sig-~ 
nals had become very weak, and they 


reccived. It was not possible to get 
this station again that night. 
Observers say that if it were possible 
to formulate definite rules for. short- 
wave radio they would apply only to 
the particular wave lengths“for which 
they were develnped. For instance, 
there are great differefices between 
radio transiaission on 40 meters and- 
transmission on 20 meters.. This was 
clearly proved by the radie reception 
from the S. S. Chantier, Lieut. Com- 
mander Byrd’s polar expedition ship, 
on their trip to Spitzbergen.” 

On the outward trip of the S. S. 
Chantier the first communication on 
20 meters was held when they were at 
a distance of about 500 miles from 
New York. Good communication was 
maintained until they reached a dis- 
tance of some 2,000 miles, all com- 
munication on this wave length being 
during the daytime, as several at- 
tempts proved it impossible to com- 
municate on this wave length at night. 
After the ship was more than 2,000 
miles out of New York she was heard 
only once on the twenty-meter wave 
length, and that very faintly, although 
the boat was only 2,300 or 2,400 miles 
away. The best results on the 20 
meters were secured during the late 
afternoons, the signals dying out 
around\5 in the afternoon. 

At night the forty-meter wave length 
was used very successfully, and it is 
quite interesting to note that there 
was no ‘‘skjpped’’. distance at short 
distances. On her return trip the S.'S. 
Chantier was worked consistently 
every night, and as she drew closer 
her sigtials became louder in propor- 
tion to the distance.

For 
very short distances low power is con- 
sistent, but as thé distance increases 
the chances for daily communication 
lessen, until the amateur operator has

First, the stand- 
ing army goes into action, then. the 
reserves, and. finally, in the case of a 
severe storm, additional troops are 
drafted, until enough men -are at work 
to cope with the situation. The Snow 
Office has charge of Manhattan, 
Brooklyn and the Bronx, and there 
are 1,040 miles of streets in this terri- 
tory, which’ gives some idea of the 
Magnitude of the undertaking. There 
are thirty district stations in this area, 
where men are stationed from Decem- 
ber to April, permanently, with tools 
and machinery. They have 677 snow- 
plows, ready for action, - as well as 
many loading machines, and trucking |; 
companies are under contract to the 
city to be ready with —— fleets of 
vehicles. 

This is the standing army. Their 
first concern is to keep open the main

that undefinably shaped.piece of. cor- 
poration pr erty .which ‘lies around 
the City . There seems to be, at 
last, a prospect of its becoming what 
a ought to ‘be~an ornament’ to the 
city. 

“We. begin take courage as we 
cross from ‘Broadway ‘ to Chatham 
Street of a morning; and’ in a little 
while we shalk-leave off ‘putting. our- 
selves to trouble in changing the con- 
.yersation when ‘the park’ is mentioned 
by some critical ; foreigner or Bos- 
tonian, open-mouthed, in descanting 
upon the supremacy of his own ‘Mail,’ 
which, by the way, hag been flung in 
the teeth of New. York any time these 
eighteen or twenty years. 

*'The park’ is aa getting to “be 
decent. The iron railing that was put 
up. ten. or twel¥Ve years ago was some- 
thing; but until very lately there was- 
a. vile patch of contemptible wooden 
pickets on the Chatham Street side, 
from nearly opposite Frankfort Street 
to the jail; ‘and beyond that a high 
board fence, such as are used‘in the 
construction -of* cattle of eng in’ the 
country. Now it is all iron, and the: 
sight rejoices our eyes. Then, again, 
they have taken away those infamous 
whitewashed posts, and Ic . strips of 
narrow plank with which the sides of 
the footways were decorated, and put 
up in their stead neat locust ‘posts of 
uniform shape and size, connected by 
iron chains; and this is a special. good 
deed. ‘Moreover, ‘some has begun 
to look ‘after the grass. :
